T be E xpense o f th e L ate rre s ld e n t’* IU- 
ne**. 
New York, December 21.—A Washington 
special eaya : One of the firft things that will 
be brought up in Congress is the settlement 
of the bills incident to the late President’s 
illness. The General’s friends will advocate 
the appointment of a commission to audit all 
bills and make a statement to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, whom they will ask to be 
given power to pay the amount from any 
money in the Trer u.y not otherwise appro­ 
priated. It is thought in this way toe mat­ 
ter may be fixed up quietly, without any un­ 
dignified squabbling in Congress over tbe 
precise amount of money needed. The phy­ 
sicians have been asked by the financial agent 
of Mrs. Garfield to scud in their bills, but 
they have refused to do so. Dr. Bliss says 
he would not think of taking anything 
from Mrs. Garfield what would be a mere 
bagatelle to the Government. Dr. Agnew 
has figured up the direct loss to him 
through his connection with the esse, and it 
amounts, it is reported, to 89,500. Dr. 
Bliss’ Ios3 of practice and of expenses 
incident te his devotion to the President, 
amounts also to some §10,000. This shews 
nothing for the constant service, anxiety aud 
labor as nurse and physican l.ight and day 
for the long weeks of the President’s illness. 
Agnew and Hamilton did not give all their 
time to the case, or their loss would have been 
much greater; but Dr. Bliss surrendered his 
entire practice of necessity. Drs. Agrew, 
Hamilton and Bliss, it is expected, will con­ 
sider §25,000 apiece about t fair compensa­ 
tion for their work. Drs. Barnes and Wood­ 
ward are officers of the Government, to that 
they suffered no pecuniary loss from their at­ 
tendance in the case. The physicians hope 
that the matter will be settled before the holi­ 
days, and General Garfield’s friends desire 
that it be settled before the eulogies are pro­ 
nounced. 
T be S p eak ersh ip F ig h t a t W ash in g to n . 
W ash in g to n , December 2d.—The Speak­ 
ership fight has taken a new and most inter­ 
esting phase since last night. Tbe stalwart 
element of the Republican party, led by Sen­ 
ator Cameron, is now hotly engaged in trying 
to make a combination on Keifer. Cameron 
went to New York two or three days ago, 
and consulted with the stalwart read­ 
ers there. 
Ha is working all his in­ 
fluence in favor of Keifer here. 
The 
anti-stalwarts are aware of this, and have 
concentrated on Hiscock. This leaves Kas- 
son a bad third. The stalwarts object to 
Kasson because Blaine backs him. If Keifer 
is elected it will be claimed as a stalwart vic­ 
tory. An anti-Cameron member from Penn­ 
sylvania said to-day that the stalwarts had 
decided to take Keifer a3 their candidate to 
beat Hiscock and Kasson, and Keifei’s friends 
had agreed to thesombination. This member 
Bay s that twelve rf the Pennsylvania delegation 
are certain for Hiscock, and thinks fourteen 
will vote for him. Keifer has two and Kas­ 
son probably two, but the chances are that 
Kasson’s two may go to Keifer. Friends of 
Keifer claim that Hiscock has only seven 
votes from Pennsylvania, All the members 
Cameron can influence wil1 go for Keifer. The 
terms of this combination are that Keifer 
shall try to get the stalwart delegation from 
Ohio. Butte rworth and other Ohioans admit 
that there is a stalwart combination, but deny 
that Keifer is committed to the stalwarts in 
any way, and that talk is intended to hurt 
him. Hisccck claims 35 voteB on the lirst 
ballot, and possibly as many as flü, and his 
nomination on the third ballot Keifer claims 
two votes from California, one from Colorado, 
and 55 votes at the start. 
Miscellaneous Washington Items. 
W a sh in gto n, December 2d.—A Pennsyl­ 
vania Congressman says his delegation stands 
fourteen for McPherson and four for Keirn 
for Clerk of the House. This indicates the 
nomination of McPherson. Hooker seems to 
be ahead for Sergeant-at-Arms, and Sher­ 
wood for Postmaster. 
Secretary Folger rejects all compromise in 
the Chicago whisky cases, in which revenue 
laws were violated. 
Folger hss appointed James B. Butier, late 
United States Attorney of Idaho, special 
agent of the Treasury Department for one 
month, and del ailed him to run the appoint­ 
ment bureau, vice Lampbere, resigned. 
The present Grand Jury will indict neither 
Dorsey nor Brady. 
It is rumored this afternoon that the Presi­ 
dent will next week send to the Senate the 
names of ex-Senator Frelinghuysen for Sec­ 
retary of State, and Chancey J. Filley for 
Postmaster-General; also that other mem­ 
bers of the Cabinet will remain in their 
respective petitions until the Christmas 
holidays. 
Secretary Folger has issued an order dis­ 
continuing the United States depository at 
Tucson, Arizona. Lord & Williams, bankers, 
were the Government agents. 
The Irish Itoo'utious at Clilrngo. 
C hicago, December 23.—Ths following 
resolutions have been adopted by the Land 
League Convention : 
fiem lrtd, That as in the words of the American 
Declaration of Independence the consent of the 
governed is the only power from which a Govern­ 
ment ju-t'y derives its authority, and ai in the 
words of her British Majesty's present Cab net Min. 
isttr, Joseph Chamberlain, after 100 years of Eng­ 
lish rule in Ireland. English rule there can only be 
maintained by force, this Convention declares Eng­ 
lish rule in Ireland to be without legal or moral 
sanction, and demands the establishment in Ireland 
of a national Gov.rnment based upon the will of 
t! • Irish people. 
JUfulred, That as the English Government has 
avowed a resol ve to subjugate the Irish nation by 
wholesale eviction, by the arrest of every friend of 
the popular ciuae, the suspension of every popular 
right and the terrorism of military force, and as the 
Irish people have shown an equal determination to 
meet these, and by a passive resistance to defeat

Itcxolrrd That tins Convention thoroughly in­ 
dorses the policy of the Irish leaders at home in the 
present crisis ; that we have entire confidence in 
their patriotism and statesmanship, and that we 
tender to them, and to the Irish people at large, an 
expression of our sympathy, and an assurance that 
in every struggle against British rule they will be 
fully sustained by their kindred in America. 
JleHolred, That we heartily indorse the “ no rent1’ 
manifesto of tbe Home Executive of the Irish Na- 
tionnl-Land League at once, as the best available 
weapon with which to strike their iandlo ds and 
jailers, and as a swift and smiting instrument to 
abolish utterly a bad and hateful system, and is tha 
fitting answer of the Irish people to the at­ 
tempt at the coercion of the minority to force the 
acceptance of defective legislation at the point of 
the bayonet. 
Hcxofrof, That with the view of giving practical 
effect to the foregoing addrts) and resolutions, the 
Convention recommends that a special levy of 
, 
from the organizations here represented, and all 
other organizrtions friendly to the Irish canee, and 
from the friends of such organizations, be forwsr ‘cd 
at an installment before the 1st of February, 18S2, 
to the Central Treasurer of the Irish National Land 
League.

C hicago, December 21.—The Irish Na­ 
tional Convention, having c included i’.s basi­ 
nets, adjourned sine dis to-day. 
A Stage Robber In Custody. 
Omaha, December 2d.—L W. Burton, the 
Colorado stage-robber, passed through Omaha 
this morning, heavily ironed, en route from 
Denver to the House of Correction at De­ 
troit, being in charge of the United States 
Marshal of Colorado. In 1877, unaided and 
alone, he robbed a stage of eight pasesage» 
near Wee i, Texss, and got 82 500. He next 
robbed a stsge and three passenger» 
near Bakrop, Texas, 
and soon after 
he robbed two coaches in one day. 


The first coach contained seven mer, atd 
he got §3,000. The second coach had six 
men, from which he got only §300. He was 
arrested and convicted, and sentenced for 
life for robbing the mails, but was pardoned 
by Hayes after serving three years and eight 
months, resuming his old occupation ; but 
was at last arrested for robbing thirteen pas­ 
sengers and the mail of a coach near Ala­ 
mosa, Colorado. He was tried and convicted,, 
and sentenced to ninety-nine years in tha 
Detroit House of Correction.

Goode. Treasurer. The organization pro­ 
vides for three classes of members: First, a 
Central League of limited membership; 
second, empowered to organized branch 
Leagues, aud third, an unlimited reading 
membership, lasting one year, and entitling 
its members to all the literature of the Soci­ 
ety. The headquarters of the League are at 
Des Moines, and there was great unanimity 
of sentiment, and a firm purpose was mani­ 
fested to make a vigorous entry into the con­ 
test for free trade. 
TUe Connection of the Two Great South­ 
ern Railroad*.

a n E xiled P re sid e n t. 
P anam a, November 221.—Calderon, the 
some time provisional President of Peru, is 
now with his Minister of Foreign Affair-, 
Gilvez, a prisoner in Chilean hands. He was 
arrested on the flih inst., as he was returning 
from mass, and allowed a few minutes in 
which to prepare for a visit to Chile. He was 
then taken to the palace, where he had a 
private interview with Admh-al Lynch. He 
was sent on a speci&l train to Calais, and 
then placed on board the ironclad Almirante 
Cochrane. He was cour’e rudy treated, at I 
was told that he might take his family 
with him, as he was recently married, and 
any friends he desired to accompany him. 
The first favor he declined, but the second he 
accepted, and selected several who share his 
exile. The reasons alleged for this arbitrary 
act are not yet made public, but Admiral 
Lynch ¡9 understood to have acted under 
order* from Santiago. No man in Lima sup­ 
poses that it is done out of defiance to the 
United States on acconnt of the attitude as­ 
sumed to the (Chileans by General Hurlbi t. 
There are surmises that it was because Cal­ 
deron diregardcd Lynch’s order prohibiting 
the exercise of any other authority within 
the Chilean lines than that of the Chilean 
commander or Government, other than that 
of the new Government of Mr. Santa Maria, 
who believes Pierola to be the strongest 
man in the country, and has banished Cal­ 
deron to make way for him. The removal 
of Calderon makes room, however, for Mon­ 
tero. who has announced his acceptance of 
the Vice-Presidency of the Peruvian Govern­ 
ment, provided he is as-ured of the sup­ 
port of the United Stat-s, in which 
case he will remme the Presidency in 
Calderon’s absence. General Hnilbut. who 
interceded earnestly in behalf of Mr. Garcia 
CalderoD, is said to have sent a messenger, 
Dr. Moui tjoy,United States Consul at Lam- 
boyeque, to Montero at Cajamnr, to assure 
him cf support and recognition if he come* to 
Lima to succeed the exiled President. The 
people ÍD Lima do not understand why Gen­ 
eral Hurlbut should take such an interest iu 
the politics of Pern, and interfere^ in matters 
of the dominance of parties or individnals. 
The diplomatic corps one and all condemn 
his action, and although exceedingly reticent 
in the matter, are understood to be unani- 
mom in asserting that Hurlbut’s action has 
complicated affairs to such an extent that no 
on* is competent to understand the sitnatior. 
The Chi m i probably do understand what 
they mean to do, and it is their deliberate in­ 
tention to treat with Pierola, whom they 
have defeated in the field ot Corrilos and 
Marafters, and probably think Í9 an easy an­ 
tagonist in diplomacy as in war. No support 
which General Hurlbut can give will save 
Montero from following his chief to banish­ 
ment. 
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Washington, December 2d.—Immediately upon 
opening the Criminal Court Guiteau was placed in 
the witness-box. ¡le glanced at the papers a mo­ 
ment and then said : 
41 desire. Judge Porter, to state to you and the 
honorable Court, that I decline to answer any more 
questions which are mere repetitions of what we 
have already been over.” 
Judge Porter immediately resumed tho cross ex­ 
amination with the question : 44 Was one of your 
purposes in removing the President to create a de­ 
mand for your book ? ’ 
The answer was : 44 Yes, sir ; with the modifica­ 
tion that it was to teach the Gospel.” 
SIGNIFICANT ADMISSIONS. 
The witness soon became excited, and gesticulat­ 
ing wildly, insisted upon his inspiration and that the 
Lord had selected him to do the work. He was no 
fool. The Lord never selected fools to do his work. 
He had inspired him to remove Garfield, and he left 
him (witness) to use his own judgment as to select­ 
ing the means. Continuing, excitedly, he said : 
44 And *be Lord has taken care of me, and I have 
neither been shot nor hanged.” 
Judge Porter said : 44 And you did not expect to 
b e ‘¡”Guiteau replied : 141 declino to discuss the matter 
with you ; 1 did not have any thought on the sub­ 
ject ; I left all that to the Deity.” 
The witness repeatedly refused to answer ques­ 
tions, or, as he termed it, to 44 discuss the matter 
under inquiry.” At one time he appealed to the 
Court for protection against the manuer of cross­ 
examination. 
HOW PORTER COMPELLED A REPLY. 
Judge Porter s id : 441 have not attempted to 
force a reply from you, Mr. Guiteau. If you will 
allow the jurj to understand you refuse to answer, 
it will suit my purpose justas well.” 
Tlie witness at once turned to Judge Porter and 
inquired: 44 Well, what was your question, 
J udge ?” 
The witness was then asked if his entering the 
Oneida Community was an inspiration ; also, if his 
leaving it was another inspiration? He declined to 
discuss the subject. 
Judge Porter then produced Guiteau’s book, 
44 Truth,” which the witness had claimed was the 
result of direct inspiration from the Deity, and com­ 
pared it, paragraph by paragraph, with 44 Bertan,” 
the Oneida Community book written by John II. 
Noyes. The similarity of the ideas and the identity 
of expression were apparent to all, though the wit­ 
ness struggled desperately to explain away his pal­ 
pable plagiarisms. 
THE ONEIDA COMMUNITY— HE WISHES TO RE­ 
TURN THERE. 
A letter addressed by Guiteau to the Oneida Com­ 
munity vas then read, in which the writer confessed 
his love for 44 and subjection to John H. Hoyes and 
the Oneida Community.” 
Several other letters, written by Guiteau about 
the time he left the Oneida Community, were then 
placea in evidence and identified by Guiteau and 
read. One of them, addressed to the Community, 
sets forth the writer’s repentance for hi* insub­ 
ordination, and contained a confession that be had 
acted under the influence of his own self-willed, con­ 
ceited and fanatical disposition. 
Guiteau insisted, in spite of warnings, in making 
his explanations as the reading progressed. 441 was 
elbowing my way out of tbe Community there, " 
said the witness. 44 You want to imagine yourselves 
in hell, ladies and gentlemen, and trying to get out, 
then you can undeistand my position at that time.” 
BELIEF OF THE PRISONER. 
Witness believed in the personal existence of the 
Deity and the devil, and when the impulse to re 
move the President seized him he wrestled and 
prayed to find if it came from the Lord or the 
devil, and had it not been for the political situation 
it would not have been necessary for his removal for 
the good of the conn try and the American peopl*. 
Witness would not have thot the President, but 
would have believed the impulse was prompted by 
the devil. 
Witness was then asked, 44 Are you insane at all ? 
and replied, 44 I’m not an expert. Let these experts 
and the jury decide.” 
Being pressed for his opinion, witness declined to 
answer. 
. 
. 
He was then subjected to a rapid ser es of ques­ 
tions, ami soon bt-gan to exhibit irritability and 
anger, and his replies, when given at all, were in 
short, jerky sentences. 
THE NIGHT OF JULY 1ST. 
He was asked if he laid in wait for the President 
in an alley by night, and after a short wrangle said : 
44 Now you are on that. I’ll give you a little news. 
I’d tell you what o curred that evening—July 1st.” 
Witness' detailed his movements up to the time he 
saw the President and Secretar}' Blaine emerge 
from the house of the latter, and walk down 
Fifteenth street. i>aid Guiteau: 44They walked 
along so lovingly, arm in arm ; they had their heads 
together like two schoolgirls. Their fellowship was 
delightful, and it confirmed me in the belief that 
Garfield had Lold himself, body and soul, to Blaine, 
and that Blaine was using him to ruin the stalwart 
wing of the Republican party.” 
Guiteau here became Biliously excited, and 
plunged into a wild harangue, denovncing Blaine a9 
a bold, wicked, deigning man, who w anted to ruin 
the Republican party in revenge for the two limes 
he had been slaughtered by political Conventions. 
Striking his fist on the desk with considerable vio­ 
lence, lie shouted, 44 Yes, ir; in iny opinion Blaine 
is morally responsible for the death of Gaifield.” 
A recet'3 wrj here taken. 
AJ'TERNOON SESSION. 
At five minutes p:st 1 the cross-cxamnation of 
Guiteau was resumed. Witnesi did not intend to 
remove the President on tho night that he visited 
the Christian Church. He went to see where the 
President sat. He intended to remove him when­ 
ever he c niM fi-d a favorable opportunity. If ho 
had removed him then he would have shot him 
through the head. He visited the iail about the 1st 
of June. He wanted to see it, because he expected 
that he would be taken there for removing tho 
President. He had his pistol with him in the alley 
on the night ot July 1st; took it out and examined 
it. Ho would probably have shot Garfield that 
night if he had met him alone, but Blaine was with 
him. It was a hot night. Witnc *s was n-1 feeling 
well, so be did uot try to shoot the President that 
night. 
Judge Porter -Did you think it would make you 
hotter to pull that trigger? 
Guiteau (angrily »i)d muttering at Judge Porter’s 
manner of speaking)—Now, don’t you put on that 
trigger busixeis. 
In the course of the crots qucitiom g witn. t 
said : 441 harl to nerve myteif up to it all the time.” 
Judge Porter—Your conscience troubled you, did 
it ?Witness bccime veiy angry and excit d, and re­ 
torted, 44 Conscience has nothing to do with it. 
From the 1st of June I never hn^any doubt of the 
necear it y fur the removal. Tbe act wrs that of * the 
Deity, and conscience has no*h ng todo with it.” 
Being pressed for his reasons for wanting to go 
to jail after killing the President, Guiteau said : 
44 For my own protection. I did not know what 
would be the effect upon the popular mind. I didn’t 
want to be exposed to a bowdng mob. I thought 
they would s-»y : 4 You disappointed office meeker ; 
let's bang him’ up.’ And I. knew I would have no 
time or chance to make known my motive and in­ 
spiration.” 
The examiration of Guiteau wet continued until 
a quarter part 2, ar.d tbe prisoner resumed his seat 
between bis brother and Scoville.

IMPUDENCE AND AUDACITT. 
C hicago, December 2d.— Specials from Washing­ 
ton have the- following : Frequently Guiteau would 
break into a pasa on, teding Porter that he was im 
pudent ; tin t his questions were dishonest; that he 
was stupid, and the like. Whenever thxt lawjcr 
became especially impressive in h¡9 manner, and 
proposed a question with peculiar seventy, Guiteau 
would mimic his tone and gesture in his retort, ai.d 
with such audacity that it w as impossible not to be 
aransed in spile cf one’s disgust at the caricature 
P o rte r was evidently unprepared for such a recep­ 
tion, and was, no doubt, embarrassed by it. At 
times it seemed as ii he, and not Guiteau, were the 
object of attack. 
# 
The prisoner certainly had no notion of sub­ 
mitting to the lawver any further than he pleased. 
Porter would freequenMy shoot at tlie 
sin with questions apparently without any connec­ 
tion, and yet evidently of great importance. Tims 
he suddenly interrupted a series of questions bear­ 
ing on the Paris Consulate with the inquiry» “ Do 
you believe in temptation V 
Guiteau did not know what to say. He looked 
downward in thought a moment, aud repeated the 
inquiry, 44 In temptation 1' 
“ Yes," said Judge Porter. 
Guiteau heaitattd a moment longer, »nd then 
said : 441 am not prepared to answer that.” 
44 Yon are not ?” said the Judge, significantly. 
44 No,” replied the prisoner, 44 it has no relevancy 
in this case.” 
Judge Porter said no more, but immediately re­ 
sumed his former examination.

Napoleon’s bulletins in his mind. 
Answer (apparently gratified)—That is the way I 
express myBelf—sharp, pointed sentences. If yon 
want to Bee a specimen of that kind of style look 
through my book. 
Porter—I think you have remarkable power of 
brain, and whatever vour brother-in-law may think, 
I appreciate your ability. 
The prisoner (highly pleased)--I thank you, 
Judge, for your good opinion. 
Porter (significantly)-I think that is the opinion 
of every juror. 
The prisoner (excitedly)—I take my chance before 
this Court and jury on the fact that the Deity in­ 
spired my act. I am not a fool, and tho Deity never 
employed a fool to do His work.

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An Experiment.—A pretty experiment 
has been recently described by the well- 
known Belgian physician, M. I’lateau. He 
bends tine iron wire so as to present a con­ 
tour of a flower of six petals. The central 
ring to which the petals are attached is 
supported on a forking stem, which is 
stuck in a piece of wood. After oxidizing 
the wire slightly with weak nitric acid the 
flower is dipped in glyceric liquid so as to 
receive Aims in the petale and the central 
part. It is then turned up, placed on a 
table near a window and covered with a 
bell jar. For a little at lirst it appears 
colorless, but soon a striking play of colors 
commences. In the experiment M. i’lateau 
describes, the flower continued showing 
modifications of color for ten hours, when 
dust stopped observation. Next morning 
several petals had burst. The liquid used 
was of very mediocre quality. M. Plateau 
recommends preparation of the liquid thus : 
Oissol.’e afresh piece of Marseilles soap, 
cut up into small pieces, in forty parts by 
weight of hot distilled water. Filter after 
cooling and mix thoroughly three volume* 
of the solution with two of Price’s gly­ 
cerine. The solution should be left to rest 
till all air bubbles are gone.

On 
account of its having been wan by the intel­ 
ligent and successful efforts of these to which 
it is applied, it is much more to be prized 
than tho inherited title to which it refer?. 
Merchant prince in America is a much higher 
title than simply Priaceof Wales or any other 
princedom in England. 
The one stands 
for intelligence, enterprise, integrity and 
honorable 
euccess, 
while 
the other 
may and frequently does mean nothing more 
than an empty title inherited from a titled 
aDcestry, and frequently by imbeciles who 
have no personal merit, and who give no 
honor to the title they bear. We have now 
ia .California perhaps a larger number of 
merchant princes, in proportion to the num­ 
ber of persons engaged in the mercantile bus­ 
iness, than in any other State in the Union. 
Our merchant princes are generally self-made 
man, from tho ground up. They are gener­ 
ally the architects of their own characters 
and fortune?, not having even inherited 
or come into poesession of their occupations 
through the old established firms of an ances­ 
try of merchants. Sc we have farmer princes 
among us, who are equally the originators 
and builders of their own fortunes, and who 
have won their distinction solely by their own 
intelligent exertions; who have indeed made 
themselves and their surroundings from the 
foundation up. As a class the California 
farmers are more intelligent and more en­ 
terprising than the farmers of any other 
State or country in the world. 
They 
are, as a class, farmers, not because 
their fathera before them were farmers, but 
because they have selected this occupation 
from choice aqd pursued it from inclination. 
The California farmers, ia whatever depart­ 
ment of agricultural practice they may be 
found engaged, are pursuing those practices, 
not because they are in the saute grove their 
fathers traveled in, but because reason and 
experience dictates their curte. In what 
other country is wbeat-grcwirq, for instance, 
conducted upon bo perfect a system aud with 
so great economy ao iu this State. By the 
use of the gang-plow the soil is broken up 
with about one-third the amount of human 
labor that is required or used in most other 
countries where the single plow is still in use. 
Here the best af broadcast sowers and culti­ 
vators combined are almost in universal use, 
and by their means the grain is put in much 
quicker, better, and at less cost thou else­ 
where. 
. 
California harvesting machines are ahead 
of harvesters used in any other country, and 
these machines have been especially adapted 
to the peculiar conditions of our grain through 
the intelligence and inventive genius of our 
practical farmers—our farmer princes. In no 
other country has the thrashing and cleaning 
of grain been reduced to a science as it has in 
this State. The steam eDgine first supple­ 
mented horse-power to propel the thrashing 
machine iu California, and straw was first 
used here as a means of creating steam. 
Here as in no other country the thrashing out­ 
fit embraces all the men anti appliances for 
taking the standing grain aDd delivering the 
cleaned grain iu the sack with one operation, 
ready for market. Here the thrashing gang 
move their kitchen and dining-room, dishea, 
all cooking utensils, along with them, and 
board themselves, giving the farmer no 
more trouble or inconvenience while his grain 
is being thrashed than at any other time of 
the year. Thus the grain farmer and his 
family in California are in n greater measure 
than in any other countiy relieved from the 
drudgery and hard labor attending the same 
1 u mes?, and at the Bame time this general 
and successful use of labor saving machinery 
enables him to live on Lis farm as a prince on 
his princedom in tlis old countries—a farmer 
prince, 
. 
If we look into other department? of agri­ 
culture iu California we shall find the same 
superiority of management over the same de- 
paitmenia as conducted in other States aud 
other countries. The very burroundings in­ 
vite great enterprises, and naturally lead to 
great improvement? and great successes. 
Take dairying iu California, as compared with 
the same occupation elsewhere, and we 
find it carried on on a much more extensive 
scale here than anywhere el-e in tho world. 
Where outside of California do we find 
two and three thousand cows milked and 
managed und' r tho immediate supervision of 
one man, and the milk mads into butter cr 
cheese under the same supervision ? Where 
outside of California do we find such dairy 
men a3 a Bhafter, a Steele or an 
Abbott ? V/here indeed such farmer 
princes, 
made so b7 the ownership 
aud successful mausg-ment of dairies ? 
If we consult the national csnsus for the conr- 
porativa results of the d airy business in the 
different States, we shall find that although 
California twenty years ago was not regarded 
as a State in which butter could be made 
even in quantities for home coEsnmpticn, of 
gor.d quality, that ahe is to-day ahead of all 
her sistere in the quantity of butter made to 
the cow, considering the number of cows 
milked in the St3te, Ohio and New York 
rating next, but neither coming up to our 
State by trom ten to twenty per ceut. Our 
climate, which in early days wa3 considered 
an insurmountable barrier to successful 
dairying, has proved to be mors favor­ 
able than that of eny other State in 
the LTnion. The absence of extreme cold 
in winter, and of extreme sultry heat 
iu summer give California great advantages 
not only in the time that cows may be milked 
during each year, but aro aleo favorable to 
the quantity and quality of the product. 
Some cf our dairy establishments are more 
perfect in their appointmeots, and in the 
tools and labor-saving machinery used, than 
can be found elsewhere in the world. 
. So, if we turn our attention to grape cult­ 
ure aud avine aDd brandy, or raisin manu­ 
facture, California, even in tbeee compara­ 
tively rew industries, is ahead of the world. 
The largest vineyard in the world with an 
individual ownership is in Los Angeles 
county, and the largest rai?in manu­ 
facturer making the raisins from grapes 
grown in his uwu vineyard, under his own 
supervision, is in Solauo county, while there 
are in many other counties hundreds of vine­ 
yards the extent ar.d superior management 
of wbich are objects of wonder to the people 
of Southern Europe who have visited them. 
Such meu as Blowers, Briggs, Hsraezthy and 
Rose, and hundred? of others we could name, 
engaged in the culture of the vine and the 
manufacture of its products, are indeed richly 
entitled to the distinction of farmer princes, 
and they have won this distinction, not 
through any position of their ancestry, but 
throu.-h their own exertions and intelli­ 
gence in their chosen agricultural pursuit. 
Nor can we look into hardly Rtty of the 
special cultures of tbe farm in this State and 
not find here and there, in almost every local­ 
ity’dozens of farmer princes. As a general 
farmer, what other State can bring forward 
an equal to General John Bidwell, the 
farmer prince of Butte? In tbe breeding 
of Shorthorns, where in the Union is the 
superior of Colonel C, Younger, of 
SaDta Clara? In the breeding of blooded 
and trotting horses no half dozen States can 
produce such a stable or stock farm as that of 
ex-Governor Stanford’s at Palo Alto, Aud 
these are but samples of farmer princes that 
may be counted up in all sections of the State. 
The prince3 of the old world, who inherit 
their right to the title, are looked npon by 
many with envy ; but as between them and 
the merchant prince? of America there is a 
wide difference in favor of the latter; but 
were we to choose the title of greatest honor 
and merit, let ns have that of the Farmer 
Prince cf California.

The Wheat Crop. 
The Department of Agriculture ha3 just 
completed its computation in the estimate of 
tbe yield of wheat per acre, according to the 
returns made on the 1st of October. These 
figures are not, howeveq regarded as final, 
nor given as the official calculations of the 
department. Oa the 1st of December the 
department receives from its correspondents 
in each county an estimate cf the yield^ as 
compared with the crop of the preceding 
vear. The estimate is then compared with 
the monthly reports based on the relation of 
the crop to an average yield, and if any dis­ 
crepancies are found efforts are made to ascer­ 
tain as nearly as possible how the differ­ 
ences occur and what the true figure?_ are. 
When the complete figures are received, 
and the yield per acre known, the calculation 
is then extended, and the total product of the 
several States and Territories computed and 
given ooft as the official estimate of the depart­ 
ment. Meantime the reports made serva as 
a basis for present estimates. Of the thirteen 


States which may be called the wheat Slates, 
all but Minnesota and Kansas, show an im­ 
mense faffing off, as compared with 1873. 
The failing off in the two leading States, 
Illinois and Iowa, is nearly 40 per cent, or 
in the neighborhciod of 2,500,000 bushels in 
the ci op of those two States alone. Ohio, 
which has suffered more severely in all her 
other crops through the drought which came 
on later in the season shows a falling off in 
wheat of 25 per cent., or an aggregate of over 
600.000 bushels. Michigan’s yield is but two- 
third of that of 1879—another loss of over 
600.000 bushels. The only States thowing 
aD increase are those whose acreage is so Bmall 
that the increased production there scarcely 
effects th9 general result. The only State 
having over 1,000,000 acres in wheat that 
shows a gain over t he census returns is Ten­ 
nessee, where a slight improvement on the 
had crop of 1879 is shown, viz., 6 4 against 
G.l bushels per acre, with a decrease iu acre­ 
age sufficient to offset the slight increase ia 
yield. The fiual estimates by the department 
in December of the yield for tho present year 
may vary slightly from the present calcula­ 
tions, but the monthly reports of the condi­ 
tion of the crop and the reports from the State 
statisticians show that there can be no mate­ 
rial chance in the figures. It must be borne 
in mind that the yield per acre Í3 referred to 
in the above estimate, not the aggregate num­ 
ber of bushels harvested in either of the years 
named.—[Ex. 
A Prolific Mule. 
The Arabs have a proverb to the effect 
that “ when the mule has young, men will 
become women and women men.” The mule 
does not, as a rule, produce its kind. In this 
hybrid between the horse and the ass, the 
power of reproduction Í3 lost ; at least, the 
instances are exceedingly rare in which it is 
fertile. Ihe London Live Stock Journal re­ 
cently published the following in which the 
fertility of the mule is well authenticated : 
“ One of the curiosities in tbe Paris Jardín 
d’Aoclixation is a mule, named Catherine, 
which was purchased several years ago while 
on her way through Paris with a Barb 
stallion and a foal by this horse, to the ex­ 
hibition at Vienna. When purchased by the 
Paris society she was again in foal to the same 
horse. Since she has been in Paris she ha3 
thrown two more foals (by a jackass) which 
are named Salem and Atham, and which 
may be seen every day drawing the small 
tramway cars from the Jardin d1 Acclimation 
to the gates of Pari?. Her fifth and last 
produce is a four-mouths colt foal by the 
Barb fire referred to above, and has been 
named Kroumir. 


“HAWAIIAN SLAVEilY.”

SCIENTIFIC NOTES, 
A peculiar phenomenon occurred in 
August on a mountain in Rhenish Prussia. 
In the side of the Brennende Borg, a pit 
of about a hundred rquaro yards in area 
suddenly opened, emitting a great volume 
of flame, and engulfing a house and its in­ 
mate. It is believed that the cause of the 
catastrophe was the ignition of gas rising 
from a petroleum vein in the depths of the 
mountain. 
In Brazil some experiments have been 
tried by M. de Lacerda, showing that per­ 
manganate of potash is an almost certain 
antidote for the bite of snakes. M. de 
Lacerda has not as yet tried its efficiency 
on himself, but in the ca3e or thirty dogs 
on which he experimented only two died 
under exceptional circumstances, and all 
which he did not treat with tbe injection 
of permanganate of potash died in the 
usual way. 
The Iron Aye says : The cotton seed oil 
mills that are rapidly being put in operation 
in the South are creating no little stir and 
discussion as to their affect upon the agri- 
cu'tural interests of the country. This is 
a comparatively new industry, and we al­ 
ready And that no less than 120,000 tons of 
oil cake, or cotton seed meal, has but re­ 
cently been shipped abroad, not counting 
the supply sold and consumed in non-cot­ 
ton producing sections of our own country. 
A curiosity in the Gulf of Mexico has 
been discovered. It is a harbor in the 
open gulf, fifteen miles from land. A kind 
of oil is thrown up by the processes of na­ 
ture, and rests npon the surface of the 
water ia a thick scum. The effect of the 
oil is so great that even in the severeat 
storms the sea in this peculiar harbor is 
comparatively smooth. 
This is so well 
known that when a storm approaches small 
vessels run for this “ oil pond,” as it is 
called, and ride out the gale in safety. 
C. J. Allport, of London, proposes to 
use asbestos for making the joints of molds 
for casting steel and other metals under 
pressure. The method of accomplishing it 
is to cither use strips or rings of asbestos 
millboard, or asbestos fiber inado into a 
gaskin, between the bottom of the ingot 
mold and the bottom upon which it stands, 
and the lid and the top of the mold, and if 
the mold is made into more than one piece, 
between the joints of the different pieces. 
When we were young, said Sir John 
Lubbuck recently, we knew that the leop­ 
ard had spots, the tiger was striped and 
the lion tawny ; but why this was so did 
not occur to us to ask, and if we had asked 
no one would have answered. Now we see 
at a glance that the stripes of the tiger 
have reference to its life among jungle 
grasses ; the lion is sandy lite- the desert, 
while the markings of the leopard resemble 
spots of sunshine glaucirig through the 
leaves. 
Barometric pressure has a very sensible 
influence on the discharge of water from 
springs. Baldwin Latham has ascertained 
that whenever there is a corresponding in­ 
crease in the water flowing, and with a 
rise in the barometer, there is a diminution 
in the flow. The gaugings of deep wells 
also confirm these observations. Where 
there is a large amount of water held by 
capillarity in the strata above the water­ 
line, at that period of the year when wells 
become sensitive and tha flow from the 
strata sluggish, a fall in the barometer 
coincided with a rise in the water-line, and 
under conditions of high barometic pres­ 
sure the water-line was lowered. 


ART AND A R llS i’S. 
Lexington, Ky., is to have a statue of 
Breckinridge on her public square made by 
a native sculptor, Valentine. 
The Paris school of fine arts opened last 
month with 1,195 pupils, composed of 73-1 
architects, 247 painters, and 214 sculptors. 
According to the Chicago Times, the sum 
of $2,250 has been paid for “ The Clilfi of 
St. Levant, Cornwall,” by William T. 
Richards. 
The financial depression in Germany has 
compelled thousands of owners of paint­ 
ings to bring forth their cherished col­ 
lections and place them upon the market 
for sale. 
A young American artist, Mr. Parker, of 
Boston, is winning high praise abroad. At 
the exhibition at Versailles he was awarded 
a gold medal for a picture which attracted 
a good deal of attention. 
Joubert is said to have been four years 
engraving, by tho “ pure-line” method, 
the large painting “ Atalanta’a Race,” by 
E. J. Poynter, R. A. The latter artist 
has just been appointed art director of the 
South Kensington. 
E. V. Valentine, the Southern sculptor, 
who has already made statues for some of 
the prominent military heroes of the Con­ 
federacy, Í3 now at work upon a statue of 
General Robert E. Lee, which is to be un­ 
veiled at Richmond, Va. 
Next year will see at Paris an exhibition 
of all the obtainable works of Metssouier. 
The Queen is said to be willing to send the 
picture which Meissonicr certainly never 
surpassed, and probably never equalled, 
the famous “ Rixe ; or, Quarrel at Cards.”

Denounces the Attacks upon the People 
of the Sandwich Islands—The 
“Emigrant Pen.” 


H o n o lu lu (H. I.), November 21,1881. 
Some of our good people were very much 
exasperated by the unparalleled sensation 
published iu San Francisco upou Hawaiian 
plantation affairs, but people generally are 
highly amused over it, knowing that it will 
be smiled at by Americans who are in­ 
formed upon the subject, and there arc 
many such in all parts of the United States. 
Those monstrous libelers overreach them­ 
selves. Apart from bringing oar nation 
more prominently before the world, they 
will have no effect at all. This of itself 
will be vastly beneficial to us, and is 
exactly what is desired, it being in har­ 
mony with the object and results of the 
King’s tour. Attention being directed 
toward the kingdom, its many excellencies 
will be learned, the chief of which are its 
ciimatio and agricultural advantages. In 
the latter we beat the world by producing 
more BUgar to the acre than any other 
known quarter of the globe. Though situ­ 
ated within the tropics, our climate ia so 
equitable that life out of doors is the rule. 
It is never cold, and seldom more than 
comfortably warm. Should one get wet 
to the skin in a shower, the sun soon 
comes out and you dry in a short time 
without subsequent suffering from “ cough, 
cold or sore throat.” The doors and 
windows of our houses never require to be 
closed, for we have no 
STORMS, HURRICANES, TYPHOONS, WHIRL­ 
WINDS, 
Or other violent atmospheric phenomena, 
while, of course, the hardships of northern 
countries are undreamed of ; nor are there 
any prowling burglars about, everybody 
being able to earn the little required for an 
honest living—a nation, in short, of ampio 
resources, and owing no man anything to 
speak of. I believe ave owe Ciaus Spreckles 
§10,000, which may be considered the bulk 
of our national debt. If the object of this 
agitation be to break or terminate our 
treaty of reciprocity with the United 
States, the plot will not only prove futile, 
but will tend in the opposite direction. 
Like all matters of international policy this 
one has two sides, and those desiring abo­ 
lition of the treaty may find good aud sub­ 
stantial arguments upon that side if they 
possess intelligence enough ; but charging 
our planters, our Government, and an en­ 
lightened Christian community of New 
England extraction, with practicing and 
encouraging slavery, or anything approach­ 
ing thereto, is a wrong, absurd, bliud and 
puerile method of proceeding. It is well 
known that the islands have the best of 
this international bargain, but as they are 
virtually the property of the United States, 
why should that great nation seek to drive 
a close bargain with its little, almost help­ 
less neighbor, thereby alienating, perhaps 
abandoning it to become the protege of 
some more generous, and events may prove, 
far-sighted nation. Is this what Monroe 
would have advocated ? May it be that 
the statesmen of his mind are dead ? 
OUR “ EMIGRANT PEN,” 
Much capital has been made out of our 
“ emigrant pen.” Subjoined is a diagram 
of that quarantine establishment. It is in­ 
closed by an open picket fence ten feet 
high, and painted white :

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Explanatory : AA—Dwellinjjs with nine rooms and 
kitchen (KK). 15B*—Dwellings with five room?. C— 
Arbor. DD—Dini* g rooms. E—Ofhee. FF—Gar­ 
dens. GG—Gates HH—Closets, oo—Water faucets. 
The dwellings are one story high, 
painted white, raised about eighteen inches 
from the ground, scrupulously clean, well 
lighted and ventilated ; have wide veran­ 
das along the front, and the walls and 
floors are closely boarded with good planed, 
tongued-and-groved stuff. The shade of 
some verandas is increased by a lovely 
vine-like major convolvus or “ morning 
glory,” which is now in bloom. The sum­ 
mer-house is raised about five feet from the 
ground, its base being inclosed with pickets 
and the roof shingled. Steps lead up to it 
at both ends. A latticed railing incloses 
the main floor, which is furnished with 
settees. From this retreat attractive views 
are obtained of the beach near by, the 
ocean and inland mountains. Low railings 
inclose the gardens, which are covered with 
a thick, fresh clod, closely cropped, aud it 
ia shaded by beautiful young algeroba and 
palm trees. The same is true of the wide 
open space about the dwellings. 
Many fancy that because we are away in 
the middle of the vast Pacific, among Poly­ 
nesian racrs, we are not far removed from 
their savage condition, morally or socially. 
If a New Englander were blindfolded aud 
suddenly transported into Honolulu, or any 
of our other towns, he could hardly realize, 
on regaining his sight, that he was further 
away from his native village than the 
neighboring town. He would seethe same 
little, unpretentious churches, with slender, 
pointed steeples ; the same cozy cottages, 
with broad, shadow-breeding a-erandas and 
garden patches; the same picket fences, 
painted white ; the same pretty, fair-haired 
children trundling hoops or rolling a ball ; 
the same children of a larger growth play­ 
ing croquet, and hear the same old familiar 
airs wafted through open doors and win­ 
dows from the lips of a fair songstress 
accompanying heraelf upon the same Stein­ 
way, Chickenng, or whoever the favorite 
piaoomaker may be. A few of the trees 
would strike him as unusual, suggesting 
the idea that some one with a fondess for 
feather dusters had trimmed them into 
that 
FANTASTIC SHAPE. 
He might also wonder where all the ex­ 
traordinary fat, good-natured, odd-lookiDg, 
copper-colored people came from. On Sun­ 
day he would find every store closed, the 
street corners deserted, flower girls, fruit 
peddlers and hat weavers, who usually 
lounge upon the Bidewalk, nowhere in 
sight ; and the Sabbath broken only by 
ringing church bells and chirruping birds. 
Iu the words of Israel’s sage, “ The voice 
of the turtle is heard in the land,” aDd its 
mellow tones and hallowed associations 
serving to additionally impress his mind, 
and lead his heart toward holy aspirations. 
During these fifty years we have laid the 
flattering unction to our soul that our 
government, judiciary, and commercial in­ 
tercourse were a3 nearly perfect as human 
ingenuity aided by every favorable circum­ 
stance could attain. It has been left to 
the marvelous sagacity, philanthropic in­ 
tuition and journalistic zeal of a San Fran­ 
cisco sheet to awaken u3 to esoteric and 
exoteric horrors never dreamed of, nor 
issible to conceive before Gabriel’s last 
last summoned us to final reckoning of 
our atrocities. How true that one must 
lotk abroad for information on home 
affairs 
It is bnt a few months since I made a 
tour of these islands, taking mental notes 
of what I saw, but upon no tablet can I 
find the first intimation of anything per* 
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t&ining to slavery upon plantations, even 
those most remote from ordinary traffic. A 
comparing of notes with Mr. Judd, the 
Chief Justice and Chancellor, and both his 
associates, Mr. Carter, Minister of Interior 
and President of the Board of Immigration, 
and all the other Cabinet Ministers, mem­ 
bers of the House of Nobles and Privy 
Council, foreign Ministers and Consuls, 
representative business men, interested and 
disinterested in plantations, clergymen, 
lawyers, doctors, editors, ana everybody, 
discloses the fact that they are equally un­ 
informed, and not a few insisted that if 
anything like slavery did exist they them­ 
selves were tho slaves, and proceeded to 
demonstrate the fact by that line of argu­ 
ment followed by San Francisco editors 
who aspire to the upper realms of litera­ 
ture as historians of the Sandwich Islands, 
falling back upon their fancy for their facts. 
THE UNFATHOMABLE IGNORANCE 
Of facts disclosed in the statement that no 
attempt has been made to defend our 
“ slavery system,” except by one paper, 
edited by a brother of one of the royal 
household of Kalakaua, and the malicious 
inference drawn therefrom, are beyond 
comprehension. In the first place,'no such 
“ brother” has any interest in any paper 
in the kingdom; secondly, none of the 
royal family nor any of thoir relations have 
anything to do with the ownership or man­ 
agement of any paper, native or foreign ; 
and thirdly, not one paper, hut eveiy pa­ 
per in the kingdom, native aud foreign, ir­ 
respective of political leanings and fac­ 
tional contentions, denies the whole story 
from beginning to end, as one begotten in 
contemptable ignorance and misanthrophy, 
The bungling description of a sort of 
legerdemain attributed to planters whereby, 
in paying laborers’ taxes to tho Govern­ 
ment, planters pay the money to them­ 
selves, is as bad English as it is wide 
of the . truth, disclosing another instance 
of a density of ignorance of Hawaiian affairs, 
as well as a vicionsness of motive. A mo­ 
ment’s thought will convince aDy reasoning 
intelligence that a planter is a short­ 
sighted ninny who does not take an in­ 
terest in his laborers, and in point of fact 
every planter does take an interest in his 
men, and is almost if not altogether as so­ 
licitous of their health and comfort as he 
is of his ow d. The “ revolver,” “ whip,” 
“ terrorizing,” “ maiming,” “ killing,” etc., 
are not found any nearer these islands than 
is the corner of Kearny and Btuh streets, 
San Francisco, which, in round numbers, 
is 2,000 miles away. The sympathies of 
our government and community are all 
thrown 
ON THE SIDE OF TIIE LABORER. 
Men in many cases prefer to go bare­ 
footed and lightly clad. If this be twisted 
into a point against the planter, then by 
parity of reasoning the Russian man-of-war 
fleet’s Admiral avas guilty oi like cruelty, 
for his sailors went about Honolulu with 
bare feet, and only sufficient clothing to 
cover their nakedness. Natives seldom 
wear anything upon their feet, and those 
who do wear bhoes take them off when it 
rains, if they be not too much worn. In 
like manner they formerly went naked 
in rainy weather, and put on their fine 
clothes when the sun shone The sub­ 
joined letter, which appeared in the Satur­ 
day Press, was written by A. Unna, Dan­ 
ish Consul on Mani, in answer to a San 
Francisco journalist’s inquiries. The can­ 
nons referred to were brought here by the 
bark W. C. Murray, recently from San 
Francisco. In order to explode gunpowder, 
natives resorted to charging anvil holes 
therewith on the occasion of Mrs. Domini’s 
(Regent) visit to plantations, on a recent 
tour of the islands. Mr. Unna’s hands 
will have something less awkward and 
dangerous to handle : 
H ana P lantation, November II, 1881. 
Will Carson, Esq. -Dear Sir : I have just received 
your letter of tiie Slh inst., aud such a ruar of laugh­ 
ter burst out around me ivben I read it that I wish 
you had heard. How is it possible that people liv­ 
ing in this nineteenth cer.tury can believe the 
Chronicle's outrageous accounts of slavery in the 
Sandwich Islands ? I have been a sugar-planter for 
the last twenty years, liviDg here surrounded by 
natives, and employing them as contract la­ 
borers, together with Chinamen, South Sea 
Islanders 
and 
others. 
I 
never 
carried 
a 
loaded 
pistol ; 
always 
sleep 
with 
open windows and doors (without keys to lock 
them. Any person might walk into mysleeping- 
room during the night and dip rt again, unmo­ 
lested. When I have occisión to travel to Honolulu 
or elsewhere my wite occupies our In use alone, with 
only servants at a distance, should untoward cir­ 
cumstances render ai l necessary). My safe never 
has been broken open, nor attempts made to break 
it I am much safer here than in the best hotels in 
San Francisco. If you want to live among good peo­ 
ple and have kiud neighbors, you will find them 
among the natives here. If you havo a sugar mill 
in an out-of-the-way part of the countrv, you can­ 
not nfTord to knock off whenever your people take a 
fancy to attend some feast, or otherwise leave you 
without w arning; therefore, it is found nec­ 
essary to have cuntr.-ct labor, and when you con 
sider that ravaged from the Gilbert islands arc 
not on a par with citizens of the United States 
you will ea-ilv see the necessity of having different 
laws for different people. If the Chronicle has 
slavery on the brain, it is at liberty to publish the 
fact. Certainly there is nothing that warrants the 
name of siavety on the Sandwich Islands. There 
are more crushing tlaveri*s on the opposite side of 
the poinl—I mean the big monopolies, the enslav­ 
ing rule of the dollar, for instance—than ever ex­ 
isted on these island?. The slave-driver’s whip 
never was seen here. We never have known what 
it is to sell people, as you did only a few- years ago 
in the United State?. We never have raised “ nig­ 
gers " for sale. Let a white man lay his lmnd on'a 
native, and within tventv-four hours ho will be 
fined and imprisoned. 1 have no time to write 
m ore: my “ slaves’’ are waiting form e. I might 
till folios showing that this is a happy and free coun­ 
try, and that the people here are heartily sick cf the 
mock i hilanthropy pourod out iu the Chronicle and 
other dirty sheets, i bought iu Frisco two cannon 
to fire salutes on joyful occasions. They should be 
filled with grape and fired af the libelous sheeA

THE PARENTHETICAL PORTION 
Was omitted by the Press because its ed­ 
itor thought it invited burglary, forgetting 
that everybody in the district knows how 
implicitly Mr. Unna relies upon the integ­ 
rity and good will of his neighbors aud 
servants. Tobe sure, some San Francisco 
sharp m’ght drop down. Let him try. 
Should he ever get back, he would cniy 
add to the squad of Havvaii’s traducers. 
The residents of Burlington, Yt., stand 
as high morally as any New England town 
which could be named. New England 
ranks the Union elsewhere, and the chastity 
of its women is seldom, if ever, questioned, 
and yet, from the experience of years spent 
there I can assert that there are lapses from 
virtue by many a fair woman. Honolulu 
Í3 about the same size as Burlington, and 
ita foreign women are equally if not more 
chaste. Unfortunately the same cannot be 
said of the natives, though it is preposter­ 
ous to say virtue is unknown among their 
women. If true, this would be a sad com­ 
mentary upon Hawaiian civilization and 
the preaching of Christianity in the king­ 
dom for over sixty years. 
Oar great desideratum is unity of action 
among planters. At present there is noth­ 
ing like co-operation among them, it being 
a case of “ every man for himself, and the 
devil take the hindermost.” 
Instead 
of availing themselves of the strength 
attending union, they have been pulling at 
cross purposes. This attack, which seems 
to be instigated by their enemies, should 
have the effect of cementing them together 
for mutual protection. We shall see.Pou. 


A WOMAN’S THOUGHTS. 


THANKSGIVING! -TIRED 
BAC00. 
WOMEN — T0- 
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SARNIA’S WONDERFUL WELL. 


While some drillers, near Sarnia, Ont., 
were boring for oil recently, they were 
astonished to find that a huge volume of 
gas was escaping from the well. The gas 
was accidentally ignited by the torch of a 
man twenty-five feet from the well, accord­ 
ing to a local paper, and the llames which 
are described as “ vivid and silver}-,” 
leaped to a bight of thirty feet. Every 
fifteen minutes “ by the watch ” there is a 
grand eruption of water, which instead of 
putting out the flames “ drives them in 
sheets above the highest trees, and falls in 
showers for a considerable distance around 
the well.” The scene at night is a brilliant 
one, and is thus described by the Sarnia 
Observer: “ The mixture of the water— 
which, by the way, is said to be strongly 
impregnated with snlphnr—with the flames 
produces effects in color which are dazzling 
in their brilliancy and beauty, various 
shades of yellow aud purple predominat­ 
ing. The spectacle, especially if witnessed 
at night, is indescribably beantiful, and its 
effects is tightened by a slight dash of 
weirdness caused by the unusual color of 
the flames, aud the corresponding reflec­ 
tion which is thrown on the foliage of the 
surrounding trees. The birds seem to be 
paralyzed by the unwonted illumination. 
All night long, so the drillers say, they 
skim aroand the flames uttering shrill cries 
of alarm ; and become either so frightened 
or so bold that they alight alongside the 
men, by whom they are frequency caught.” 
All efforts to stop the flow of gas or to 
quench the flames have thus far proved of 
no avail. 


Flower and Fruit Mission In 
Francisco — Two Sad Cases 
Narrated.

S a n F r a n c isc o, December 1,1881. 
It is true, then, that Thanksgiving is 
really over ! 
Very thankfully one oc­ 
casionally runs aground of a holiday when 
it becomes a duty to be immersed in festiv­ 
ity to the utter exclusion of all care of any 
kind. A tired brain experiences then a 
very riot of relief, and weary bone3 un­ 
limber as though stretching to rest in un­ 
limited sunshine. At least I can imagine 
it must be this to a man. To the grand 
mass of womankind the usual Thanksgiving 
is hospitality and extra work in the kitchen, 
the gladness of greetings anda backache, and 
afterward the pleasant memory of it all and 
a thank-God,-it’s-over. After peculiarly 
tiresome occasions I have thought half in 
humor and half in soberness that it was 
possible to regrét beiDg a woman, notwith­ 
standing the few large advantages and 
compensations a woman possesses. For 
instance, AFTER a THANKSGIVING, 
Out of which the true house-mother is 
bound to come, sick of turkey throughout 
all her five senses, as tired as if she had 
been beaten on every bone, her heart fail­ 
ing her at tbe thought of the relics and 
remains of the day, I wonder if she isn’t 
sorry that she can’t turn into a man, put 
all these cares away aud lie down on 
the sofa to rest with a cigar ! I find 
that most women 
nowadays 
have 
given up fighting the cigar. 
It is 
not alone 
because fighting 
doesn’t 
do any good, but it is chiefly because they 
are won over. To put it in the strong 
language of a woman whom strong language 
doesn’t startle : A cigar takes the brute 
out of a man. She thinks the man who is 
accustomed to beat his wife doesn’t beat 
her right after his dinner and after-dinner 
smoke. Another laments that her husband 
never learned to smoke; she says he 
wouldn’t be “ such an old hen” if he 
smoked. Fancy thinking of your husband 
as “ such an old hen 1” I have seen him 
come fussing and pecking and clucking 
and ruffling his feathers in the face of his 
family, exactly like a hen that goes about 
grumbling and finding fault because she 
wants to set and isn’t allowed to. I have 
thought then I shou id like to prescribe for 
him his first cigar, sit by and Bee him smoke 
it, then watch for 
THE AFTER EFFECTS. 
Yet I wonder what man there is but has a 
pang when he first learns that his boy has 
taken to cigarettes ! Does he recommend 
the practice to his children as a harmless 
vice, encourage them through the paDg3 of 
initiation and urge them, along till they 
become first-class puffers ? Ah, no ! and I 
-wonder bow it is that he condemns for others 
what he takes such an outrageous comfort 
in himself ! Surely he is selfish when he is 
content merely to point the way. The 
'newspaper reader continually meets with 
paragraphs which contain accounts of how 
the New York ladieB or Baltimore ladies, 
etc., have recently taken to cigarettes— uaptair 
tay, to cigars, perhaps—and I have seen warj b 
the same charge and heard it brought 
against the women of San Francisco ; but 
from the privacy of the boudoir to what by 
contrast seems the publicity which attends 
post-prandial jollity, I have never observed 
the practice. Now and then some thought­ 
less girl has taken the paper cigarette be­ 
tween her lips and given it three or four 
vigorous puffs to show how daring and how 
saucy she wished to be ; but even that 
occasion did not bespeak the habit. I can 
very avell remember, in that West to which 
my childhood belonged, several old women, 
who were, even then, 
RELICS OF A BY-GONE ACE. 
They had high and well-to-do connec­ 
tions, aud in their prime had ehr-re of 
brains and good looks as well. 
When 
they took to smoking they were but follow­ 
ing a custom of their day, and nobody 
thought it detracted one whit from their 
appearance or character. I used to see 
Aunt Becky epinning and Aunt Sally at 
her quilting frame, their pipes, sometimes 
of corn-cob, sometimes of clay, lying lov­ 
ingly side by sida on the mantel-piece. 
If it was a sight to see one of them leave 
her work, and standing by the mantel with 
her elbow upon it, silently smoke and ex­ 
pectorate within the fire-place, what a 
sight was it, then, to acc both, each ia her 
chimney-corner, tilting upon tho fore-iegs 
of her thong-bottomed chair, smoking and 
expectorating in contented companionship. 
But on account of the habit all the nephewB 
and nieces, of whom there was a horde, 
fought shy of the two old aunties and had 
a horror of their relationship. To continue 
the history, I am constrained to tell that 
there was 
A THIRD YOUNGER SISTER 
Who learned to love tho weed, but submit­ 
ting to the circumstances of her position, 
of late year3 she permits herself surrepti­ 
tious indulgence alone. And now in her 
last days, and with the habit fully 
settled upon her, she ¡3 coming to pay 
us a visit. In the premises, what am 
I to do ? Shall I give her a cozy corner, 
fill, light and haud her her pipe? or shall I 
discreetly leave her alone at stated periods, 
and Fail on my return to note the rank 
richness which pervades the air, the dead 
'smoke that has settled in the corners, the 
blue wreaths uncurling against the ceiliDg ? 
I must trust to an inspiration as to what 
my best course shall be. Oa Thanksgiving 
Day the Fruit and Flower Mission made a 
special offering to those sharing its chari­ 
ties. They made a contract for cookies at 
ten cents per dozeD, bargaining that good 
material should be used iu the make—good, 
large, round cookies, that should he tempt­ 
ing to the eye and to the taste. Two cook­ 
ies went to a package, accompanied by a 
flower and some bit of fruit, and in the 
hospitals the packages were given up and 
down the wards by those whom the 
patients have learned to look for and to 
welcome. And many a sick person, uot in 
public hands, had the day brightened by 
the hasty visit that was better than sun­ 
shine, and opened the little package as 
eagerly as a child might have done. The 
pleasure of the children it wore useless to 
attempt to describe. There is 
A CERTAIN BASKET, 
Not too large, not too small, which regu­ 
larly circulates in our neighborhood once 
or twice a week. It belongs to a woman 
whose noticeable beauty of feature is ac­ 
companied by great beauty of heart. The 
basket goes about doing good, not legging 
from hou^ to house, but known to just a 
few, who'peep delightedly 83 at a new 
baby, put something hastily to its 
contents, 
close tho cover and send 
it on its way. What does it contain? 
A dozen tiny glasses of jelly, hold­ 
ing perhaps a tablespoonful each ; a few 
fresh soda-crackers ; a score or so of limes ; 
such fruit as is in season—if oranges, so 
much the better ; a package of licorice- 
drops, or lozenges, or cube sugar for the 
cough of consumptives ; a cup or so of 
custard ; someone’s woolen sacque that has 
already seen service ; squares of clean, 
white cloths hastily torn out of the 
old cotton. Not these always every time, 
but things like these; and the basket gets a 
welcome all along its journey, and a grand 
one at the end. 
I am sure some of my readers remember 
that sometime ago I spoke of the intended 
marriage of Miss Selig, a young Jewish 
girl, whose father Í3 on tho right of the 
cantor at Temple Emanu-El. 
The mar­ 
riage was a very happy one, and the young 
wife had promise of as much content as 
could fill a long life. But on Wednesday, 
November 16th, a little speck like a pimple 
appeared on her chin, which became angry 
in a day, swelled into her neck, pained her 
somewhat, and on Saturday the doctor 
carne, pronounced it a case of 
BLOOD POISON, 
And said her death was sure and speedy. 
Otner physicians were called, and they 
agreed in thinking that some fly, direet 
from the taint of carrion, most have de­ 
posited its poison, and all said nothing 


could be done. 
The youag wife and 
mctrier, even when dying what proved 
bnally a painless death, was ignorant of 
ner fate. She died just one week from the 
time tbe pimple made it 3 appearance, and 
was buried on Thanksgiving day. The 
wt e of L. Eldridge, the insurance man, 
also lies very low. The son, who died re­ 
cently, had a sore, which some supposed to 
be cancer and which his mother dressed.

NANTUCKET STORIES. 
About the year 1818, the Essex, Pol­ 
lard, master, was cruising for whales in the 
equatorial regions of the Pacific ocean west 
of South America. One day the vessel 
encountered one or two whales, or a whale 
with her young one. A large animal staved 
iu two of the boats. The other boats, a 
distance off, saw the men struggling in the 
water. Captain Pollard sailed his vessel 
ta rescue them. The whale retreated to 
the distance of half a mile, and then came 
with great velocity for the vessel, striking 
her amidship3 with its head and starting a 
leak instantly. The infuriated animal, 
actiDg evidently with “ malice afore­ 
thought,” retreated twice and repeated 
the blows. The third time it crushed in 
the whole side of the vessel, which sank 
instantly. 
The men went into two 
boats. 
These parted in midoceaD, in 
the Pacific, near the equator. One wss 
never heard of again ; tbe other, with Cap­ 
tain Pollard on board, beaded for South 
America. They were eighty days in th¡3 
open boat. While in this forlorn condi­ 
tion, watching every day and hour for a 
sail, they were struck one day by a bill 
fish, avaiietyof the sword-fish. The blow 
started a plank near the keel of the boat. 
They took off their jackets, stuffed them 
into the hole to stop the leak, and began to 
bale out the boat. They had an ax, ^pd 
managed to find two or three nails. W ith 
these they set to work to repair the place, 
but whenever they went to drive a nail, 
the plank would spriDg; they could not 
drive it from the inside of the boat, and 
had no awl or gimlet with which to make 
a|hole by which it might enter the plank- 
ingr-A man named Nixon said : “ The only 
way this job can be fixed is to hold the 
ax on the outside and hammer the nail 
from the inside, so as to clinch it.” “ Yes,” 
said Captain Pollard, “ that’s all right, 
N íxod, if we only had somebody unier the 
bottom of the boat to hold the ax.” Said 
Nixon, “ I’m the man that’s going to do 
that.” He jumped overboard, took the ax 
aud held it under water against the boat 
until they hammered in the nails. Then 
he was lifted on board almost unconscious, 
but he revived. They then kept on their 
course as well as they could, bnt at length 
ran out of provisions. Finally, after en- 
dtMing untold horrors, they were com- 
peBgl to resort to the sailors’ lost expe­ 
dient, and drew lots to eee who should die 
aud furnish foed for his companions. 
Either one or two or the crew lost their 
lives in this way. Itis said that the sec­ 
ond lot fell upon a slender young man in 
delicate health, whose life the captain 
would not bring himself to take, but said, 
“ Take me.” They concluded to try the 
lot again, when it fell upon tha same 
person. Scarcely had the shot been fired 
which put an end to his life, when 
a vessel hove in sight, which rescued them. 
CaptainJPollard could often be s»en after- 
by summer visitors to Nantucket—a 
broken-down, shattered old man. From 
being one of the boldest Captains that 
sailed from the island, he was such a wreck 
that if he saw two or three people gathered 
together in the street, or if anyone took up 
a newspaper in his presence, he hurried 
away instantly, for fear of hearing some­ 
thing about a shipwreck. He died four 
or five years ago. There is now but one 
survivor of that boat’s crew, and that is 
Nixon, the man that held the ax under the 
water. 
W alter J 
, the only son of a widow 
of Nantucket, set sail avben twelve years 
old with the Captain of a whaler. One 
dark and rainy night, when they were 
sailing on the Cuina seas, it began to 
blow very hard, and ail hands were 
ordered aloft to shorten sail. In the 
darkness and rain the boy fell from 
the mast. 
Had he fallen upon tho 
deck he would in all probability have been 
killed ; but he struck the back-stay—a 
rope drawn tight like the string of a violin 
—-and rebounded into the water. Soon the 
cry came, “ A man overboard I” The 
captain felt very sad when he learned it 
was W alter J 
. He put ship about and 
tacked back and forth, but nothing could 
be seen of the boy. Befcro giving up the 
search, however, he called the men aft and 
asked them whether anything else could 
be done, “ for I don’t want to go back to 
Nantucket and say that if something else 
had been done W alter J ------ could have 
been saved.” No nuo, however, offered a 
suggestion, and, although the time had 
been long—perhaps half an hour—since the 
lad had fallen overboard, the captain made 
a few turns more and called on the men 
for a final decision whether anything more 
could be done. He finally concluded to hold 
on his course, when one of the men said that 
hs heard a cry. They listened and soon 
heard a call, “ Keep her away or you’ll 
run over me.” Half a dozen ropes were 
thrown out by as many different persons, 
when the boy said, “ Make a bow line. 
I’m too weak to hold on.” A bow-line is 
a rope with a large loop firmly tied in it 
It was thrown out, the lad put it over one 
leg, held on by his hands and was drawn 
on board. lie had fallen into the water 
with a suit of clothes, tarpaulin overalls 
and shoes on. He was drawn out naked as 
when he first appeared in the world, having 
managed, in spite of the great exertion in 
swimming, to divest liimself of all his 
clothes iu order that they might not im­ 
pede his movements. When asked how 
he had been able to endure so long, he an­ 
swered that he was on the p tint of giving 
up from fatigue aud letting his feet go 
down, preparatory to ticking, when he 
thought of his mother and kept on. He i^ 
still living in Nantucket. 


VARIATIONS IN A M AS’S HIGHT. 
A contributor to the Gorman Militar- 
1 Yochenblatt who has been lately employed 
in mustering and examining the recruits 
drafted this year into the German army 
lias established, by a long series of careful 
measurements, not only that tho hight of a 
man varies very considerably at different 
times of the day, bnt also that this a-aria- 
tion takes place with great regularity in 
every individual man. The amount of this 
variation in higlit is, however, not the 
same in all men, but depends upon the size 
aud age of each individual : a tall man 
losing more in hight than a storter one, 
and a youag man more than an older one— 
assuming that in all cases the men are fully 
grown. In the same man the amount of 
variation in hight depends mainly upon the 
numberof henrs he has been standingor sit­ 
ting since risiDg from his bed. Whife lying 
down the hight of a man increases ; while 
standing or sitting it decreases ; ami there­ 
fore under normal conditions a man ia taller 
in the morning than in the evening, while 
to some slight extent extremely fatiguing 
exercise or work causes au additional de­ 
crease of stature. The greatest difference 
iu hight in a day hitherto observed in any 
man is fonr centimeter?, or a trille more 
than one and one-half inches ; while the 
contributor of a paper to the Militar-]Yo- 
chenblatt has found as the result of a num- 
bar of careful measurements of himself that 
while every morning he measures, imme­ 
diately on rising, exactly 172 centimeters, 
or five feet eight inchea, his hight at night 
varies 171 to 170.J centimeters, or from five 
feet seven and one-half inches to live feet 
seven and one-quarter inches. The spine 
of a man, in fact, consists of twenty-four 
separate vertebra, between every two of 
which there is an clastic cartilage ; and 
these cartilaginous divisions become cam- 
pressed by the weight pressing upon them 
when a man ia standing or sitting.

B o i l i n g . — I wish it were possible to im­ 
press every ccok with the convictions I 
hold upon the subject of boiling. 
More 
mistakes can be made in carrying on this 
process than almost any o th e r; things that 
ought not to be boiled are boiled, and 
things th at ought to be are not. 
I t is easy 
to make these mistakes ; there comes a 
time in baking, frying or boiling when in­ 
jured nature revolts and burns up. 
But a 
thing may boil until not a vestige of its 
original condition remains, and uni ass the 
water evaporates it may go on boiling for 
hours w ithout reminding one by smell or 
smoke that it is spoiled. 
Nothing suffers 
more from this treatm ent than coffee. 
To 
make the ideal cup of coffee—the almost 
unattainable—brown and grind the berry 
at home ; it is more trouble, but the result 
is so satisfactory th at you will be more 
than paid for ycur labors. 
Then have the 
water boiling when it is poured over the 
coffee. 
If you use the ordinary tin coffee­ 
pot, be sure to stuff something in the nose 
to keep in the steam and fragrance (and, 
by the way, do Dot try to use mne of 
these for a lifetime.) 
Our own coffee-pot 
being sent to the tinshop to be repaired, we 
tried the experiment of making coffee in a 
new tin pail with a tightly-fitting cover, 
and such coffee have we had that the tin 
pail has been in use a month. 
I t is of 
course a little extra trouble to pour it into 
a presentable pat for the table, but it is 
enough better to pay. 
There is nothing 
so nice to settle the coffee as an egg. 
Mix 
the egg with the ground coffee before pour­ 
ing hot water on. 
If eggs are expensive, 
you may economize by measuring the coffee 
for two morniDgs and dividing the egg ; or 
mix the coffee, adding a little cold water, 
and divide this, taking great- care to cover 
th at which is left very closely. 
Cream 
adds the crowning excellence, not only to 
tho taste, hut to the good look also. There 
is something magical in the rapidity with 
which the dark, uninviting liquid is changed 
into a lovely brown hy a generous spoonful 
of cream.

M u s h r o o m .—The 
Iioss 
ccuuty 
(Ohio) Register reporter had an interview 
with Gilmore, a mushroom expert, with 
this re s u lt: 
“ Is there not danger of mis­ 
taking the false for the true, of occasion­ 
ally gobbling tho gentle toadetool, as it 
were?” 
"N o t if you understand your 
business, and one who doesn’t understand 
it had better go alow until he docs. 
The 
old mushroom collector cannot be deceived. 
One cannot, from a mere description, be­ 
come a proficieut in the noble art of mush­ 
room gathering ; the intuition that grows 
from constant practice is necessary to make 
one an adept. 
The true mushroom grows 
in hard tramped, closely cropped pahture 
land ; it peels easily from the scales across 
the top of the fruit ; the scales are a beau­ 
tiful pink in tint, growing into a dark ma­ 
roon color as thby become older, and when 
broken apart the flesh within will be found 
as white and flawless as the snowy boBOm 
of Idaliau Aphrodite when she rose trom her 
bed in the wave hollows th at slept softly 
along the shores of spice-galed Cyprus.” 
“ Which is the best method of preparing 
them for the table?” interrogated the scribe. 
I prefer them broiled nicely, aud then 
placed on toast that has been prepared by 
the hand of a master or a mistress of tho 
culinary art. 
The toast should he so 
browned as to halt exactly at that Bhad- 
owy border line between too much aud too 
little in the way of browning, and nicely 
buttered. 
Then place the tenderly broiled 
mushrooms upon it, aud prepare to swim 
in a river of bliss. 
Many like them stewed 
or prepared in other forms, hut my earliest 
love was for the mushroom broiled, aud 
upon it shall be bestowed my lifelong de­ 
votion.” 


S a l t F i s h .—Salt fish to be U3ed to ad­ 
vantage must bo soaked the afternoon pre­ 
vious to using, the water changed before 
bed-time, aud again early in the morning. 
Once more change the w ater after break­ 
fast, put it on the back of the range or 
stove and never allow it to boil, scarcely 
simmer, until you find itsoft enough to pick 
apart very fine with a fork. 
It must not 
be chopped, hut carefully picked ; it takes 
more time, but is the only right way. 
For 
codfish cakes have the potatoes nicely 
mashed with milk and a little butter, pro­ 
portion of one cup of fish to three of pota­ 
toes, a little pepper, red or black. 
Dip in 
egg or not, as you prefer, before frying 
brown. 
l'o be made into cakes not too 
thick. 
A N ic e D i * i . —A nice dish for supper 
is maae ot sweet potatoes, which have been 
left from dinner (either baked or boiied). 
Slice them, but not in very thin slices, lay 
in a baking tin or pudding dish, and cover 
each layer with little lumps of butter and 
with pepper and salt. 
If you like the 
flavor of pork put two or three tliiu slices of 
salt pork on the top. Bake for half an hour. 
Raw potatoes may he prepared in the same 
way, but will require a longer time to bake 
thtin. 
To give au excellent flavor to 
wanned over potatoes take some of the fat 
that you cut from slices cf beeksteak, fry 
iu the the pan till you have as much as you 
need, then take out the scraps and put in 
the potatoes. 
This is better than butter. 


M e a t 
P i e . — For the sake of variety 
and to please children, who Beem some­ 
times to be fascinated by pic, make once a 
year a meat and potato pie. 
Make a cruet 
as for chicken pie, and fall it with pieces of 
beefsteak, either partly cooked or raw ; 
reason it well, and make a gravy of melted 
butter and w ater thickened with flour; 
pour over the meat aud then put in a layer 
of mashed potato, and the crust on top of 
that. 
If it is too much trouble to mash 
the potato, put in small cooked ones whole ; 
be sure and have enough gravy so the pie 
will not be dry. 
Do not make the crust so 
rich as to he unwholesome. 


A p p le F r i t t e r s . —Apple fritters make a 
nice and cheap dessert. 
Prepare a hatter 
as for griddle cakes, th at is a thiu batter 
made of flour, sweet milk and baking pow­ 
der, or flour, sour milk and soda. 
Then 
stir in apples which have been chopped 
fine, the quantity depending on your taste. 
Fry them as you would griudlc cakes, and 
serve hot with a syrup made of melted 
white sugar. 
Por.K C h o p s ,—Pork chops fried and 
servc^J with apples are not to be frowned 
upon ; put the meat in the frying pan, and 
then Ecatt«r a little sage and pepper and 
salt over i t ; cook thoroughly ; if it is fat 
enough fo that there is plenty of gravy, 
fry the sliced apples iu th at ; if not, add a 
lump of butter, drown the apples aud lay 
them over the pork. 


C e l e r y S a u c e .— Celery sauce is easily- 
made, and is appetizing. 
Cut the celery 
in small pieces, and boil until it is tender ; 
then add naif a pint of cream, salt and pep­ 
per, an t a small lump of butter rolled in 
(lour ; let these all just boil ; spice, or a 
tmall pinch of curry powder may be added 
if you choose. 


C o r n C a k e s .—Corn cakes that are nice 
for breakfast are made of one quart of flour, 
one pint of me»’, three tablespoonfuls of 
baking powder, one teaspoonful of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of melted lard, sweet 
milk enough to make a thin batter ; add 
salt enough to Buit your taste. 


D r i e d B e e f .—A good breakfast dish is 
made of dried beet. 
Slice it very thin, 
cook it for a few miuutes in hot butter aud 
lard mixed, stir it constantly, and when it 
is all equally heated stir in as many eggs 
as you can afford to use. 
Serve with but­ 
te red toabt.

I t is not generally known, but neverthe­ 
less a fact, th at Chicago is the great central 
distributing point and general m arket for 
the distribution of California and other 
W estern tropical fruits. 
I t is to this city 
that nearly ail of the bananas, oranges, 
lemons, etc., sent from Cuba, Panama and 
the W est Indies, are shipped by way of 
New Orleans, and Eastern buyers concen­ 
trate in Chicago to make their purchases. 
As in everything else, the Garden City 
leads in the American fruit trade. 
W ash­ 
ington Porter, of this city, has spent the 
past six months in California, where his 
firm nave vast amounts invested in fruit in 
vineyards and orchards. 
The gentleman 
returned a day or two ago, and last even­ 
ing a Tribune reporter had a very interest­ 
ing talk « i ill him on ihe fruit question. 
“ There is no kno.ting, no approximating,” 
eaid he, 
“ the fruit-raising abilities of 
the great State of California. 
Its resources 
iu this regard are unlimited, and it offers 
the widest field and the greatest and surest 
return of any place in the world. 
Though 
fruit-raising there is in its infancy, I ap­ 
prehend, from what I know, that already 
over §20,000,000 are invested iu that State 
in that industry. 
Viticulture must become 
one of its greatest industries and resources. 
The wine-grape raised iu California pos­ 
sesses a bouquet and flavor excelled by 
none iu France, and the California wines 
must, sooner or later, drive foreign im­ 
portations from our markets. 
I am not in 
the wine business, and have no interest in 
it, lu t facts are stubborn things, and Cali­ 
fornia champagne and' its red aud other 
wines are richer and purer than any of the 
popular vintages imported from Europe.” 
B at as to general fruit prospects?” 
eaid the reporter. 


“ TnF, FR U IT C RO P,” 
Said Mr. Porter, “ averages well this year. 
In the Santa Clara district alone, I believe, 
there is over §2,000,000 invested in this 
industry. 
California pears carry off the 
palm for size, juiciness and flavor. 
There 
is no telling how much the fruit crop 
amounts to in the aggregate. 
I t will take 
on an average three pears to the pound. 
W e pack them 120 pears to the box, which 
weigh twenty pounds net. 
One firm this 
year have handled of the present crop 30,­ 
000 tons, and 3,000 tons more have been 
shipped to others cast of 
here. 
Ten 
thousand tons have been disposed of west 
of Denver and in the mountains, aud the 
balance of tho crop has been taken by the 
canning companies. 
Of all the industries 
connected with fruit-raising, I think that 
grapes, making wine, and raisins takes 
§10,000,000 of ¡.he entire capital invested 
in fruit in the State. 
A very small propor­ 
tion of the grape crop is shipped away to 
tho East. 
It is made largely into wine, 
and a small portion is made into raisins.” 
“ Does this industry promise w ell?" 
“ Yes, sir ; I believe that there arc great 
things to be expected as the results of 
raisin-making.” 
_ 
“ Are California 
aisns equal to the 
Malagas ?” 
“ I say that the best of them are fully 
equal to the bast London layers. 
They 
are prettier, cleaner, and more uniform. 
Of course they dry what are termed dried 
grapes, and which are known as cooking 
raisins. 
But their flavor is more rich aud 
mellow, and those who are known as con­ 
noisseurs in this m atter prefer the Cali­ 
fornia to the Malaga London layer. 
B at 
why dw ell.on raisins? 
California opens 
the widest field on earth in this line. 
The 
almond crop and English walnut crop 
promise to be of great importance in the 
future, and they will largely figure in the 
items of the products of this wonderful 
State. 
There are still other industries 
coming to the front, and they must attract 
attention. 
I speak now of the drying and 
curing of French and German pruneB. For 
several years growers have been experi­ 
menting and have at last succeeded in rais­ 
ing a fruit which is not only equal but 
belter than any which has yet come from 
foreign ports. 
This is a singular fact, and 
a really interesting o n ;.” 
“ How does the relative cost conpparc 
with the foreign fruit?” 
“ There is just where the trouble is at 
present. 
Everything in California thrives. 
As soon as that State gets enough trees 
planted and grown to hear the fruit, then 
she can compete with the foreign goods. 
These articles have been light., because oi 
their excellent quality and comparative 
scarcity, and the home demand has ex­ 
ceeded the production. 
Now there are 
more being raised, but this is a big country, 
and the demand for good goods is always 
fully equal to the supply. 
Another thing 
is the dried, pitted plum. They are. a deli­ 
cious luxury. 
Plums grow finer in Caiifor. 
nia than in any other place on God’s foot­ 
stool. 
No oun ever heard of au enemy to 
the plum in Ciliforaia. 
It grows there so 
large, so fine and so easily that there is no 
end to the wealth that could be produced 
from this fruit alone.” 
“ Y’ou speak like an enthusiast.” 
“ No, sir, I speak from experience. One 
ot the greatest growing industries of Cali­ 
fornia is its fruit-canning. A large trade has 
been opened from there iu these goods di­ 
rectly to Europe.* Tho foreigner is a tooth­ 
some and 
epicurean 
fruit-buyer. 
His 
greatest liking falls upon the leading vari­ 
eties of B artlett pears. 
He takes exceed­ 
ingly well to apricots, green gage and 
yellovv-egg plums, and he

Over California nectarines. He takes other 
canned fruits, but these form the staples 
for exportation.” 
“ How about the orange crop ?” 
“ That industry, too, is in its infancy, 
but promises well and opens up a wide field 
of profit. 
The crangc country seems to lie 
in the southern portion of the State, and 
at present mainly about Los Angeles. 
I 
1 traveled through this country just before 
I left, and there was a promise of a fair 
crop of oranges, lemons and limes.” 
" How do the California oranges compare 
in flavor with those of Louisiana and Flor­ 
ida ?” 
“ The California orange comes in as the 
othera go out. 
YVe are getting oranges 
now that are not quite ripe, and they are, 
consequently, sour. 
These come from Ja ­ 
maica. 
Later on we get the Louisiana aad 
Florida fruit. 
The California comes last, 
but its flavor is not as fiae as the fruit 
raised in Florida, and the orange itself is 
not so large. 
The California orange would 
be extensively sold here if the railroads 
would make freights low enough so that 
they could compete with tho3c from other 
places, such as Louisiana and Florida. Bat 
that will have to come in tim e.” 
A t this stage the talk turned upon in­ 
sects, and Mr. Porter said : 
“ The California wine grape has met an 
enemy which must be routed. 
As indus­ 
tries are developed and become successful, 
it seems that nature commences to throw 
obstacles in the way. 
The French pest, 
the phylloxera, h-s m od; its appearance in 
the vine-growing districts—not yet to auv 
great extent, hut enough to show that the 
Dest exists. 
A State Entomological Com­ 
mission is now ferreting out the methods to 
be UBed in the 


EXTIRPATION OF TnF. TEST, 
And I sincerely hope th at it wiil succeed. 
Thus far only the wine-growing interests 
have been affected, hut who knows where 
the enemy will stop unless he is extermi­ 
nated ? 
Pear trees are affected by what is 
known as the scale-louse. 
In certain por­ 
tions of the State, where they have not 
been interfered with, they have destroyed 
trees iu two or three years. 
A remedy has 
been found hy washing the trees with a 
strong solution of lye-water or coal oil. 
Thea there is what is known as the codling 
math. 
This insect is similar to what is 
known up this way as the apple bore. This 
is very destructive to fruit in shipment. 
The little ‘ cusses ’ lay their eggs on the 
fruit, and the progeny amuse themselves 
by boring in the luscious pears while in 
transit. 
This is a most serious injury to 
ih; ship] ing interest. 
The worst of it all 
is, that the insect is winged, and flies from 
tree to tree, and lays its eggs on the fruit, 
and usually on thfe calix of the pear. 
The 
fruit industries of California are yet young, 
but they will gnow to be the most im port­ 
ant in the Scate, and iu a comparatively 
few years will exceed in importance the 
sheep-raising and agricultural interests of 
trie State combined, which, you know, are 
already very great.”

GAMBETTA 
ON 
TUNIS. 


Gambetta appears to have made rather a 
weak defense of the Tunis expedition, and 
to have failed to meet the objections 
urged against it by the opposition. 
He 
certainly did not make it clear whether or 
not he was in favor of annexation. 
His 
talk about the foreign policy of France 
was vague, resembling too closely the 
familiar looseness of stump oratory. It is 
evident that he will have to face the con­ 
sequences of this African expedition, for if 
Tunis is to be annexed the step involves 
the maintenance of a large array of occu­ 
pation in the conquered territory; and if 
it is not to be annexed, it is clear that the 
withdrawal of the army will practically 
obliterate all the work already done there. 
It is a country which cannot be held by a 
small force, and which will not repay oc­ 
cupation by a largo one. 
Nor can Gam­ 
betta expect the approval of the French 
people for a scheme which would take 
away and keep away a large army contin­ 
ually. 
Such a programme would naturally 
he thought more in accordance with Ger­ 
man wishes than French. Yet either this 
must be done, or Gambetta mnst wash his 
hands of the whole business, and permit 
the expedition to be Bet down as a mistake 
and a failure. 
The indications are that he 
refuses to make this admission, and there­ 
fore he must explain how he proposes to 
solve the problem of retaining possession 
of Tunis. And as the military commanders 
do not appear to have settled this perplex­ 
ing question at all to their own satisfac­ 
tion, it seems probable that Gambetta will 
aot find it an easy task. 


BALLOONS 
FOR 
ARCTIC 
SEARCH. 


I t is not a little singular that the use of 
the captive balloon for the purposes of 
Arctic research has not been thought of 
heretofore. 
It ha9 been discussed as an 
• ijunct to naval expeditions in time of 
war, and it has been shown that it can be 
employed effectively in attacks upon land 
forts by vessels at sea, but though it pos­ 
sesses some peculiar advantages for Arctic 
search, it-has never been suggested. When 
for instance an Arctic explorer has been 
pushing forward through ic; floes, and at 
length finds his way blocked, the use of 
the captive balloon would enable him to 
ascertain whether the barrier in front of 
him was really impassable, or whether it 
was merely a large ice field w ith clear wa­ 
ter beycud it. 
The balloons could also be 
used with great advantage amid broken 
ice, to pilot the t-hip into the best channel. 
Its scientific uses would be very numerous, 
and it could * ften be employed to solve 
perplexing questions of direction, and to 
ascertain the whereabouts of consorts. 
In 
fact the caotiv- balloon appears to be a 
natural ally of the Arctic voyager, and it 
is rem arkab e th it b > attem pt has yet been 
made to take one on any of the more recent 
polar ex;*cditions. 


There seems at last to be some probabil­ 
ity th at the project for the return of the 
Jews to Palestine will be carried out. 
The 
genesis of this scheme is both curious and 
interesting. 
It was not, as might have 
been supposed, conceived by some idealist, 
poet, or religious enthusiast. 
I t was not 
conceived by a Jew. It was rather a diplo­ 
matic than a speculative idea. 
Mr. Lau­ 
rence Oliphant was the projector. 
The 
stoiy as told by himself is th at after the 
last Russo-Turkish war, and the Treaty of 
Berlin, it occurred to him th at perhaps the 
best way to begin reform in Turkey would 
be to take some single province or part of a 
province, and by agreement with the Porte 
provide it with administrative autonomy. 
He thought th at in this way “ an evidence 
“ might be afforded to the Porte of the ad- 
“ vantages which would attend the devel­ 
o p m e n t of a single province, however 
“ small, under conditions which would in- 
“ crease the revenue of the Empire, add to 
“ its population and resources, eecure pro- 
“ tectiou of life and property, and enlist 
“ the sympathy of Europe, w ithout in any 
“ way affecting the sovereign rights of the 
“ Sultan.” The way to effect this appeared 
to him to be to organize a Colonization 
Company, under the auspices of the T urk­ 
ish Government. 
B ut when the question 
of the locality and the class of people to 
be sought as colonists came under consider­ 
ation, it was immediately apparent th at 
there were strong and probably insurmount­ 
able objections to 
Christians, 
arising 
out 
of 
Ottoman 
laws and customs 
and the bitter rivalries between 
the 
various Christian sects of 
Asia. 
The 
idea of 
taking Moslem refugees from 
Bulgaria and Roumalia was next thought 
of, but that, too, was rejected, on account of 
the want of capital among them. 
And so 
by degrees Mr. Oliphant was compelled to 
the choice which determined the character 
of his scheme, by w hat may well he called 
a process of natural selection. 
In his own 
language; 
“ There was, in fact, only one 
“ race in Europe who were rich, aud who 
“ did not, therefore, need to appeal to 
“ Christian capitalists for money to carry 
“ through the whole undertaking; who 
“ were not Christians, and to whom, there- 
“ lore, the objections of the Porte to the 
“ introduction of new rival Christian sects 
“ did not apply ; who had never alai mea 
“ the Turkish Government by national 
“ aspirations, but on the contrary, had 
“ always proved themselves most loyal 
“ and peaceable subjects of his M ajesty; 
“ who were nevertheless strongly attracted 
“ by historical association to a province of 
“ Asiatic Turkey, and to whom the induce- 
“ ment of once more becoming proprietors 
“ of its sacred soil might prove strong 
“ enough to tem pt them to comply with 
“ the probable conditions of the Turkish 
“ G overnm ent; 
more especially as the 
“ persecution to which they were subjected 
“ by 
some 
Christian 
Governments in 
“ Europe 
contrasted 
most unfavorably 
“ with the toleration with which they were 
“ treated in Turkey itself. 
I t was thus 
“ that I found myself, by a process of 
“ deduction, compelled to turn for the 
“ locality of the colony to Palestine, and 
“ for the colonists to the Jew s.” 
W hen Mr. Oliphant broached his scheme 
the press took it up with a good deal of 
enthusiasm. Of course it was not supposed 
that the project for a return of the race to 
Palestine would tem pt those fortunate 
Jews who have settled in the more progress­ 
ive and free countiies. 
The wealthy and 
influential Jewieh financiers of England, 
America, France, 
Germany and other 
European countries were not appealed to 
as possible colonists, but as capitalists who 
were at once shrewd and patriotic enough 
to realize the financial soundness of the 
scheme, end to assist it from less selfish 
motives. 
They were to furnish the capi­ 
tal, in the shape of loans, and the Jews 
who had reason to expect improvement for 
emigration were to be the colonists. 
And 
there are unfortunately too many of these 
oppressed Jews. 
In Russia alone there 
are more than two aud a half millions, all 
of whom would gladly emigrate if they 
could. 
In Galicia there are some six 
hundred thousand, also an abused com­ 
munity. 
Iu Roumania, Servia, and the 
Slav countries, and also in European and 
Asiatic Turkey, there are masses of poor 
Israelites who would look upon such a 
scheme as almost equivalent to the opening 
of the Millennium. 
I t is from these that 
the colonists are to be obtained, and there 
has never been aDy ground for fear that 
the applicants would be insufficient. 


Mr. Oliphant submitted his plan last 
year to the Porte, but Russian and other 
external influences were hostile to it (Rus­ 
sia because she is afraid lest Turkish re­ 
form should throw!? the disgraceful con­ 
dition of her own rule into strong relief), 
and the Tophaneh Committee, or Coun­ 
cil of Undertakers, as it has been nick- 
na tned on account of i ts obstr ucti ve prac tices, 
rejected the proposition. 
For a time it 
was thought to be dead, but a wealthy 
French Jew, M. Cazalet, had become deeply 
interested in the scheme, and it is b o w 
stated that he has succeeded in overcom­ 
ing the opposition of the Turkish officials, 
and has, in fact, got the whole affair to 
the point of accomplishment. 
The capital 
(§25,000,000) is all forthcoming ; the grants 
of land are masle ; the undertakings are 
signed ; and it really looks as though the 
return of the Jews to Palestine would 
occur in our time. 
If it does we may ex­ 
pect it to lead to very im portant conse­ 
quences. 
It will 
establish a nucleus 
arouud which the hitherto scattered powers 
of the Jewish race will gather. 
Pales­ 
tine thenceforward must become the cen­ 
ter of attraction for the Jews, and their 
desire to re-establish not only a colony but 
a nation there is sure to increase, 
The 
great financial influence of the race, its 
enormous 
capital, 
its 
predominant 
talent 
for 
business, 
will 
be 
em­ 
ployed 
in 
the 
preparation of a new 
career for 
Palestine. 
W hat 
effects 
the introduction of so virile and potent an 
agency to the heart of Asia will produce 
upon the Eastern Question, is one of the 
most interesting and im portant consider­ 
ations. 
But when we reflect upon the im­ 
mense scope of Jewish influence in the 
modern world, and upon the capabilities of 
a practically unlimited wealth, we must be 
careful 
how 
we 
attem pt 
to 
lim it 
the 
possibilities 
of 
this 
coming 
event. 
The reconstruction, of the Jewish 
nation : the re-establishment of a Jew ­ 
ish 
Fatherland; 
the 
projection of 
a 
community able and ready to take com­ 
mand of the dying civilizations around it, 
almost as Moses took command in Canaan ; 
and beyond these immediate consequences 
perhaps the growth of a new Hebrew 
kingdom 
surpassing 
in 
glory 
and 
power 
all 
that 
the 
traditions 
of 
the 
past 
have 
pictured: 
these are 
among the conceptions to which this strange 
yet practical and to all appearance very 
real occurrence gives rise. 
The Land of 
Gilead ia fertile, 
and there is balm 
there yet, and the proposed Jewish colony 
will no doubt desprove the vulgar impression 


th at the Jewish genius is wholly averse 
from agriculture. 


KICKING 
AGAINST 
THE 
PRICKS. 


The San Francisco Journal o f Commerce 
appears to be a fair example of that peculiar 
provincial narrowness and perversity which 
have characterized the community action 
of the city where it is published at various 
critical junctures in its past history. 
It 
has heard that there is talk of carry­ 
ing wheat from San Francisco to New 
Orleans by raii, at such rates as must drive 
the sailing ships oat of the business. 
I t 
refuses to believe th at this wiil ever be 
done, however, and its reasons are very 
curions. A contemporary having stated that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad would prob­ 
ably carry wheat to New Orleans at from 
§11 to §12 per ton, the Journal says, “ The 
“ figures given for the railroad is (sic) stated 
“ to be available only when the read runs 
“ through a highly cultivated country with 
“ a heavy local traffic.” W hat has the local 
traffic to do with the through traffic? But 
our amazing contemporary proceeds to k nock 
down its own lame argument by expressing 
the opinion th at in “ a few years ” the 
route of the Southern Pacific “ will be- 
“ come thickly settled with thriving towns 
“ and villages;” in which case of course the 
“ heavy local traffic” which it thinks in­ 
dispensable to the successful carriage of 
through freight at low rates, will be fur­ 
nished. Oqr contemporary, however, is not 
at all satisfied with its own expressions of 
skepticism, and so it seeks to “ brace u p ” 
by introducing the cogent consideration 
th at this change in the carrying trade can­ 
not possibly happen, because if it did it 
would injure San Francisco. 
From this 
consideration the Journal proceeds to a 
still more curious one. 
I t says: “ San 
“ Francisco could not afford to receive 
“ such a blow, a u d it there was anything 
“ more in it than mere rumor, it would be 
“ the duty o f the people o f this city to fight

A Frenchman, M. Delauney, has bearded 
the lioness in her den by publishing a moat 
flagitious paper purporting to be a cold­ 
blooded scientific analysis of the differences 
between men and women, physical aud 
mental. 
This malignant scientific person, 
having no fear of the strong-minded sister­ 
hood before his eyes, and not admitting 
the force of the American idea that sexual 
inequalities are capable of removal by stat­ 
utory enactments, has brought together a 
mass of alleged facts all of which tend to 
show that woman is both physically and 
intellectually inferior to man. 
Ho does 
indeed show that in the earlier processes of 
evolution, that is to say, in a state of bar­ 
barism, the woman is often the superior of 
the man. 
This is aleo the case with very 
many insects, reptiles, birds, etc.; but 
among the higher animals it is the male 
which is almost always the superior.

Delauney goes on in a monotonous and per­ 
fectly reckless way, citing authorities to 
prove th at man eats more than woman, 
that he has more red globules in his blood, 
that he absorbs more oxygen, that he ex­ 
hales more carbonic acid, th at his pul­ 
monary capacity is greater,

tem perature is higherj th at his blood- 
pressure is greater, that his skeleton is 
heavier, 
that 
his 
frame 
is 
larger, 
th at his foot is more arched ; that he ia 
less prognathous ; th at his muscular Bys­ 
tem is more vigorous and better devel­ 
oped ; th at his movements are more pre­ 
cise ; that his brain is heavier and has 
more convolutions to the square mile ; that 
“ even io the most intelligent populations, 
“ as among contemporary Parisians, the 
“ skulls of a notable proportion of women 
“ more nearly approach the volume of 
“ skulls of certain gorillas than that of the 
“ better developed skulls of the male 
“ ra c e ;” th at “ the brain of woman as a 
“ whole is always in a more or less embry- 
“ onic condition;” 
th at “ in the evo- 
“ lution of tastes and ideas, woman marches 
“ about a century behind man ; ” that she 
is going through the phases of culture which 
man has already left behind him ; that, in 
short, “ the male exceeds the female not 
“ only in the intensity of the nutritive 
“ phenomena, but also in muscular force 
“ and intellectual development."

from all these alleged facts M. Delauney 
argues that it is useless for woman to claim 
equality with man, because N ature has 
made the sexes unequal, and no amount 
of education can restore the balance. 
He 
points to the fact that though girls out­ 
strip boys at school until about the twelfth 
year, after that time the boys surpass 
them. 
He points further to the fact 
th at 
whereas 
girlj 
stop growing at 
about the seventeenth year, boys con­ 
tinue to grow long after that period.

cheerfully admits th at in the stage of 
savageiy women are often superior to men, 
hut he meanly adds that this kind of thing 
only happens in the savage state, and that

“ primitive races, and still exists among

“ tion.

THE 
MEETING 
OF 
CONGRESS. 


Congress will reassemble on Monday, 
the 5th instant, and it ia already evident 
that it will find plenty to do during the 
session. 
The organization of the House 
has to be reconstructed, and the W est 
evidently means to make a firm stand for 
better representation on the im portant 
committees, even if it should not succeed 
in electing the Speaker. It is to be presumed 
that among the first measures in order 
after the organization will be action on the 
death of President Garfield, and the mak­ 
ing of proper provision for his family. 
A t 
the same time something ought to be done 
for Mrs. Lincoln, whose financial embar­ 
rassment is most discreditable to the coun­ 
try. 
After this a number of highly im­ 
portant questions will be in order. 
The 
country has to be apportioned on the 
basis of the new census, and there will be 
plenty of opportunity for both partisan and 
sectional feeling in settling th at problem. 
It Í3 possible th at transportation will be 
hrought up, and th at also is a knotty and 
difficult question, involving such complex 
considerations that a whole session might 
easily he devoted to it. 
The Democrats 
have a plan for refunding the 31 per cent, 
continued bonds at a lower rate of inter­ 
est, and of course the Republicans will 
not allow themselves to be outdone in that 
direction. 
Then comes the tariff question. 
The Protectionists want to cut down the 
internal revenue taxes in order to make 
the reduction of custom duties impossible. 
The revenue tariff men on their part want 
to reduce the tariff, and touch the internal 
revenue as lightly as possible. The subsidy 
men want to persuade Congress to rob 
the people to pay steamship lies for run­ 
ning where there is 
no 
business for 
them. 
The scandals of the pension arrears 
bill have been so great that it will be nec­ 
essary to look into the matter. 
The Com­ 
missioner of Pensions has announced that 
he will need a hundred millions next year, 
and it is clear th at the pension swindle is 
alone capable of disposing of all the sur­ 
plus revenue for an indefinite period. 
In 
other countries pensioners gradually die 
off, but here the farther we get from the 
war the more numerous are the applica 
tions for pensions. 
Then the Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Affairs has a comprehen 
sive scheme for civilizing ‘the' nomadic 
tribes. 
The Democrats will demand, and 
the Republicans will have to concede, 
investigation into several of the depart­ 
ments where fraud in the use of the 
contingent fnnds is charged. 
The Panama 
Canal question will come up for discussion 
and action, and the state of our relations 
w ith Chile and Peru, and the Mormon 
question, and probably the silver question. 
Dakota wants to be admitted as a State 
also, and besides all these matters, and 
several more which have escaped us for the 
moment, there will be the regular routine 
work, which in dull times is of itself 
always enough to occupy the attention of 
both houses. 
Altogether it is plain that 
there will be no lack of work for Congress 
during the winter, and that the coming 
session will be one of the busiest for many 
years. 
Curiously enough, however, the 
Southern question promises to cut but a 
small figure in it, and this is a noteworthy 
fact. 


THE CASE OF LEFROY. 


I t must he adm itted that they do some 
things better in England. 
Take, for ex­ 
ample, the case of Lefroy. 
He murdered 
an old gentleman in a railway carriage on 
the London and Brighton line. 
For a mo­ 
ment the police were at fault. 
They had 
had him in their hands, but let him slip. 
He wrs quickly traced by the detectives, 
however, and arrested. He was not clapped 
in jail and left there for three or four 
months before trial. 
He was indicted 
promptly, and his trial was set for an early 
day. 
He was tried, duly convicted, and 
promptly sentenced to death. 
He was not 
allowed several months to meditate, over 
his sentence or to move the government 
for a reprieve. 
His execution was fixed 
for about two weeks from his trial. Mean­ 
time the prisoner had first made a full con­ 
fession, and then retracted it. 
I t made no 
difference. 
There was no doubt as to the 
fact th at he had murdered Mr. Gold, and 
the machinery of the criminal adminis­ 
tration did its duty. 
W hen the day set 
for Lefroy’s execution arrived, he was 
taken 
out and 
duly 
and 
sufficiently 
hanged, and so the whole business, com­ 
mission 
of 
crime, 
arrest, 
indictment, 
trial, 
conviction, 
sentence 
and 
exe­ 
cution, was over in about one-third of 
the time it would have taken in this coun­ 
try to get the murderer indicted. Contrast 
this prompt and vigorous administration of 
the laws with the condition of things in 
Chicago, one of whose journals recently- 
declared that though the jail is full of 
murderers, ana though crime is so rampant 
in the city that it is not safe to go out 
after dark save in a few of the principal 
streets, yet there has not been an execu­ 
tion for three years. 
This journal further 
alleges that for every murderer arrested 
ten go uucaught even, not to say un­ 
punished. 
This Chicago situation is next 
to the social condition of the middle ages. 
It is w hat 
urban 
politics all through 
the 
country 
expose 
urban 
communi­ 
ties to. 
But assuredly it is a state of 
things which will have to be abolished, or 
it will abolish civilization, and the first 
step toward improvement will be found to 
be the introduction of civil service reform 
principles into politics generally.

Guiteau has exhibited a cunning and 
adroitness since he has been put on the 
witness stand, which will probably make 
shipwreck of his counsel’s theory of the 
case. 
I t would he difficult to find a 
sharper witness, and it is perfectly evi­ 
dent that he knows very well what he is 
doing now, whatever may have been his 
m nta! condition when he murdc-rcd the 
President.

But Guiteau 
has 
not studied 
mental pathology, and does not know how 
a genuine murderer would act. He him­ 
self yields always to his master-passiou, 
which is his self-conceit, and to exhibit 
himself in the most impressive way he is 
ready to destroy his counsel’s scheme of 
defense without compunction. 
The pros­ 
ecution has drawn him out with very little 
trouble, for he has helped it by his own 
eagerness to get the better of his inter­ 
rogator. 
After this exposition of his san­ 
ity Mr. Scoville will have a very difficult 
task before him. 
He, however, has done 
bis best, aud has performed his painful 
duty in so manly and dignified a way that 
no part of the detestation which his client 
evokes will be transferred to him.

PROPOSED 
NAVAL 
REFORM. 


MR. 
REDDING 
ON 
IMMIGRATION. 


A particularly sensible and practical 
paper on immigration was read by B. B. 
Redding before the Social Science Associa­ 
tion in San Francisco the other night. 
He 
took the ground that “ the great desidera- 
“ turn of the intending settler was definite 
" information concerning land'open to pre­ 
em p tio n and homestead entry.” He held 
that the State should undertake the work 
of supplying this information by means of 
an Immigration Bureau, and he referred to 
the sources of information in the United 
States and State Land Offices, as merely 
furnishing in a voluminous aud inaccessible 
shape what must be picked out and put in 
an intelligible and compact form by those 
who wanted to encourage settlement. 
Mr. 
Redding further asserted that there was 
a great deal more available land in the 
State than most people believed or knew 
anything 
abont, 
and 
that this fact 
would appear conspicuously when the 
necessary 
work 
of 
compilation 
had 
been done. 
There is no better authority 
on the question of land in California 
than Mr. Redding, his official employment 
as Land Agent of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road having given him peculiar opportu­ 
nities for acquiring such information. His 
ideas as to the character of the work to be 
done arc thoroughly practical, moreover, 
and we quite agree with him that unless 
these methods arc adopted the present ex 
periment will prove a certain failure. The 
thing to do is to remove all the obstacle3 
between the intending settler and the land, 
and to seek him with a well-digested 
budget of accurate information, rather than 
wait for him to go in search of it.

FOR 
A 
NAVY. 


Secretary Hunt, in his report on tho 
condition of the navy, observes that at 
least the country ought to maintain a 
nucleus for a navy, which could be filled 
up in an emergency. 
\\^¡ do not under­ 
stand this observation. 
In the case of an 
at my the reasoning would be sound, 
because an army is composed of human 
beings principally, and if there is a skel­ 
eton army of well-disciplined troops, it is 
always possible to graft new recruits on to 
these cadres, and so in a comparatively 
short time produce an army. 
But a navy 
consists principally of ships, and it i# not 
possible to turn merchantmen into men- 
of-war by anchoring them alongside of the 
latter, 
A nucleus of ships would remain a 
nucleus under all circumstances. 
If we 
wanted fifty cruisers, and had ten, the 
possession of these ten would not help us 
in any way to procure the other forty. 
Ships have to be built, and nowadays mer­ 
chant ships are almost wholly incapable of 
being successfully employed in time of 
war. 
This is an era of iron-clads and 
heavy guns, and merchant ship3 conld 
neither fight nor run from the present kind 
of war vessels. 
If we are to have 
a navy fit for anything we must build or 
buy regular war-vessels, and we must rely 
upon them, and not upon patched-up mer­ 
chant ships, in time of need. 
It ia impos­ 
sible to mobilize a navy as an army ia 
mobilized. Men are always obtainable, but 
ironclads are not, but when other ironclads 
have to be fought it would be nonsense to 
send unarmored vessels against them. We 
cannot therefore have a navy as a “ nu- 
“ cleus.” 
We may have a weak navy, as 
we have to-day, but however man> vessels 
it comprises it will he the only navy we 
can depend upon in the event of war, for a 
considerable time at least. 
There is only 
one way to obtain a navy that will serve us 
when we need service, and that is to pay 
for it. 
A militia navy is of necessity a de­ 
lusion and a sham on its face, and if Secre­ 
tary Hunt can make no wiser suggestion 
than that, it is certainly time President 
Arthur sent in the name of a new Secre­ 
tary of the Navy to the Senate for con­ 
firmation. 


GOVERNMENT 
REPORTS. 


The other day the New York S'un pub­ 
lished a statement to the effect that some 
ten tons of Government reports had just 
been carted nway from the store-rooms of 
the House at Washington, and sold fur 
waste paper. 
And it appears that such 
clearances as thi3 are quite systematic. 
The public documents which are every 
year printed in large quantities are for the 
most part an absolute waste of ink, paper 
and money. 
There is no doubt much valu­ 
able information wrapped up in maDy of 
these works. 
But it is almost invariably 
smothered in such a bog of rubbieh that it 
requires very powerful motives to stimu­ 
late anyone to the search. 
The manner of 
preparing public documents is as bad as 
possible. 
Diffuseness, puperfluousness, cir­ 
cumlocution, lack of system and method 
and recss of the value of time, character­ 
ize them all. 
It almost seems as if half 
tlii' printing was done for no.hingelse than 
to bleed the treasury, so u-t.lesa is the out­ 
come. 
Nothing is edit#»!, nothing is ar­ 
ranged. Ttie report* of the Agricultural 
B-.reau, for instance, have for years con- 


The Naval Advisory Board has made a 
report recommending the construction of 
thirty-eight unarmored cruisers, five steel 
rams, and five torpedo boats for coast and 
harbor defense. 
Eighteen of the unar­ 
mored cruisers are to be capable of making 
from fifteen to thirteen knots, and twenty 
are to have a speed of ten knots. 
The 
rams and torpedo boats are to have a speed 
of thirteen knots. 
The remarkable feature 
of these recommendations is that they con­ 
tain no proposal for armored vessels of any 
kind. 
The whole of the cruisers are to be 
built of steel, and we suppose equipped 
with powerful guns. 
They must indeed 
carry much| heavier artillery than the 
armored European vessels if they are to 
encounter the latter at all, for it is clear 
that unarmored Bhip3 cannot, with guns of 
merely equal metal, venture to engage ar­ 
mored ones. 
In the case of the twenty 
cruisers with a speed of ten knots, indeed, 
the necessity for heavy guns would be 
paramount, for they could not trust to 
their heels, but would have to fight 
whenever they were overhauled, which 
would probably he every time they were 
chased. There are many European armored 
ships capable of making fourteen and fif­ 
teen knots, and several of these carry from 
forty to cighty-ton guns. 
What kind of 
weapons our unarmed slow cruisers must 
have to match such enemies we leave to 
tho Advisory Board to determine ; but no 
guns of sufficient caliber have yet been de­ 
vised. 
The five steel rams would perhaps 
be useful, though without armor they would 
he exposed to very great risks. 
It must 
he remembered that a single shot from an 
eighty-ton gun would probably sink any 
one of the vessels recommended by the 
Board, and that unless they could lay com­ 
pletely beyond the range of an enemy they 
would find no protection in their own bat­ 
teries. 
On the whole, the propositions of 
the Board strike us as peculiar, though the 
details of the report may serve to remove 
many difficulties which are suggested by 
the telegraphic abstract of that document.

LITERARY 
OHANGE 
IMPENDING. 


I t looks as though the awkward, stupid 
and clumsy way of publishing novels in 
England would soon have to be abandoned, 
though it has been adhered to in defiance 
alike of reason and interest with a peculiarly 
English obstinacy and perversity. 
The 
English plan has always been to publish 
novels in three volumes, at the rate of 
about §2 50 per volume. 
These first edi­ 
tions were almost all sent to the various cir­ 
culating libraries. 
W hen the book had 
been read by the limited circle that prefers 
th at mode of getting its literature, a more 
popular edition, in one volume, was pub­ 
lished, and finally, perhaps a year or so 
after the first publication, a really popular 
and cheap edition would be put on the rail­ 
way bookstalls. 
The three-volume plan 
has long been felt to be vexatious aud un­ 
profitable, but it happened to be the pre­ 
vailing practice, and so it was clung to 
blindly. 
Recently, however, several good 
books, notably Mr3. Brassey’s “ Voyage of 
“ the Sunbeam,” and Sir Henry» M artin’s 
“ Life of the I’rince Consort,” have been 
published in cheap editions, despite the 
strenuous opposition of all the great pub­ 
lishers, and the results have been so very 
encouraging that it will evidently bo no 
longer possible to keep up the old form. 
In fact it is plain to see that the three-vol­ 
ume novel is doomed, and tnatjthe sensible 
American fashion of publishing novels in 
one volume, and the still more sensible 
plan of issuing them in pamphlet form like 
the Franklin Library, will take its place. 
And when that change has taken place it 
is to be hoped th at tho English publishers 
will condescend to take one more leaf out of 
the American note-book, and adopt a style 
of cloth binding for their hooks as sub­ 
stantial and durable as those which issue 
from our binderies.

The Cashier of the Period may be ex­ 
pected to watch with almost a personal 
interest the case of the Kansas banker who 
has been taken possession of by the angry 
creditors of the bank he had just skillfully 
broken, and who has been afforded the 
disagreeable alternative of sudden death 
or plenary restitution. 
W hat makes the 
episode the more fascinating is that the 
Kansas creditors appear to be thoroughly 
in earnest, and extremely likely- to exe­ 
cute their threat if their prisoner does not 
disgorge. 
The Cashier of the Period will 
naturally find in this occurrence the ma­ 
terials for somewhat disquieting reflections. 
Should the Kansas Cashier be hanged by 
his iuappea9able depositors, his fate is 
liable to operate suggestively hereaf er.

A meeting of the Police Commissioners 
was held in the Police Court-room yesterday 
afternoon, to consider a petition presented by 
a portion of the residents of Chinatown for 
the appointment of an additional special 
police officer to George K. Rider, already 
employed. It was stated in the petition 
that owing to the extent of the Chinatown 
beat, for only one officer to patrol, “ crime 
and lawlessness must have free scope; at least 
opportunity.” It further stated that such 
officer would be paid by those in the locality 
who would be thus afforded protection, and 
would make no expense to the city. 
The Court-room was crowded to the utmost 
by the leading Chinese, a part of whom 
favored and others opposed the petition, and 
by a large number of wffite people. R. M. 
Clarkea appeared for the petitioner, and C. 
T. Jones for George K. Rider and a portion 
of the Chinese in opposition to another ap­ 
pointment being made. 
The petition was accompanied by a remark­ 
able statement in writing of what is asserted 
to have been the revenue of the special police 
officer of Chinatown, and the sources from 
which it is derived, as follows : Nine lottery 
houses, which pay 84 each per month; 
twenty-one gambling houses, atS20each per 
month ; six small gambling houses at $4 each 
house per month ; one hundred and sixty 
poor unfortunate girls of the brothels, §2 per 
head per month ; butcher shops, pawn shops, 
cook Bhcpe, stores, etc., all at S4 per month. 
The statement also says that the above, which 
make a snm of from §800 to §840 per month, 
has been paid during the last six years, but 
that “ at the present time Eome of the gamb­ 
ling houses have been stopped, and the pay­ 
ment is now only 8700 per month.” 
Mr. darken said, in presenting the matter 
of the petitioners to the Board, that it was 
not his desire, nor was it the desire of those 
he represented, to interfere with Mr. Rider’s 
appointment aud position, but they only 
asked that a second special officer be ap­ 
pointed to make a stronger police^ force, for 
the purpose of enforcing better police regula­ 
tions than it was possible for one to do. He 
said the statement on file with the petition as 
to the sources and amounts paid by the Chi­ 
nese to the special officer he knew nothing of, 
and had nothing to say about it. That, he pre­ 
sumed, would be a matter for investigation 
by the Board at another time, if at all, as he 
knew of no formal charges having been filed 
against Mr. Rider, and for one he hadn’t 
aught to say against him, for he knew of 
nothing. The only question before the Board, 
he said, was whether it would make a second 
appointment. 
City Attorney Anderson addressed the 
Board, and said that he did so not as an at­ 
torney for either party, but as a public offi­ 
cer. He referred to the statement which had 
been filed, and said it was a matter of grave 
and public importance, for if it was true it 
revealed the fact—and he presumed it would 
be a revelation to most people—that here is 
the large sum of 8840 being paid monthly by 
the keepers of gambling-housea and other 
illegal places, to a police officer for their pro­ 
tection in their unlawful practices, which 
officer’s duty it was to suppress them and 
arrest all parties found in them. He did not 
believe there wps any truth in the matter. 
Outside of that he was now as he had alwayB 
been—opposed to the appointment of special 
police, and believed the entire police duty 
should be performed by regular officers. 
Mayor Browu said that it had been 
openly hinted, something perhaps in the na­ 
ture of a threat, thatjif Mr. Rider’s appoint­ 
ment was revoked he wonld at once be ap­ 
pointed as a Deputy Sheriff by the Sheriff of 
the county, and continue his present duties as 
before. His understanding of the matter 
was that the city should have control of the 
peace matters of the city. He said he would 
like to have the City Attorney state whether 
the Sheriff would have the power to make 
such appointments to take the place of police 
officers within the city. 
Mr. Anderson replied that the Sheriff has 
power to appoint peace officers, and they can 
pxercise the functions of their office in this 
city or anywhere id the county. 
Referring to the statement on file, the 
Mayor said, “ I wish to say that if, as is in­ 
timated here by this paper on file, Mr. 
Rider is receiving this large Bum or any sum 
from these gambling houses, and others which 
are unlawful, for the purpose of protecting 
them, I shall vote to discharge him at once.” 
Mr. Jones said it rested entirely with the 
Board of Police Commissioners whether 
another special officer should be appointed in 
Chinatown or any other locality, but that he 
spoke within his knowledge when he said that 
there was now less crime being committed in 
Chinatown than at any previous time withiu 
the last ten years. He claimed that the 
petition for an additional officer was not signed 
by the best or prominent men of Chinatown ; 
Mr. Jones said the petition was nothing mcrj 
or less than a request to divide the salary 
now received by Mr. Rioer between two of­ 
ficers, and that the allegation a oatained in 
the paper «3 to a royalty being paid by 
gambling houses and houses of ill-fame were 
not true ; that similar charges had been made 
by public rumors against all, or nearly all, 
the Chiefs of Police, and he was satisfied that 
there war nothing in them. 
Chief Karcher strongly opposed the ap­ 
pointment of an additional officer, and pro­ 
posed to show by the regular police officers 
that I street is now as quiet as at any time 
during the past fifteen years. He called the 
names of several officers by which he pro­ 
proposed to prove this, but the Mayor said 
he did not think it was necessary to take tes­ 
timony upon that subject. 
Judge Henry said he presumed the mem­ 
bers of the Board and the citizens generally 
understood as well as the police officers or 
the Chief of Police the condition of affairs in 
Chinatown. He wished to say, however, 
that he did believe in having sufficient police 
force upon I street to suppress the present 
infamous practices now in vogue in that 
quarter, by which not only the Chinese hut 
white boys and young men and white 
girls are being dragged down to the 
deepest dregs of degradation and to ruin. 
As to the matter of this paper abont the 
special officer being paid and supported as 
slated, and that most handsomely, by gamb­ 
ling and other illegal practices, while these 
matters are not now before tbeBoard, they are 
rifeintheair ann|aavo been for some time, and 
come in such shape and are so public that it 
will be the bomiden duty of the Board soon 
to go to the bottom of the matter and de­ 
termine whether it is mere rumor or the 
shameful truth. 
Chief Ksicher again opposed the appoint­ 
ment of an additional officer, and said it would 
only cause difficulty in Chinatown, and re­ 
quire more police force to quell it. That he 
spoke this from experience. The two officers 
wonld be supported by separate cliques, who 
would be brought into conflict, and that 
bloodshed and continued disturbance would 
result. He asserted, in answer to a question 
from Judge Henry, that an additional ap­ 
pointment would be in the interests of dis­ 
order and crime. 
Judge Henry replied that if the appoint­ 
ment by the Board of an additional officer 
would place the Chinese in opposition to the 
Law, and make them commit crime, he 
thought it was time they were taught to re­ 
spect the law, and lie was in favor of doing 
it and not being bulldozed. 
Mayor Browr, said such an asserted state of 
facts connected with the rumors with which 
the air is filled in regard to the gambling 
bouses, etc., having subsidized the present 
officer, made the position of the Police Board 
a peculiar one, and while he did not say that 
he in any degree believed that Mr. Rider was 
guilty of the insinuations made, he ques­ 
tioned whether the appointment of another 
officer would not tend to either show the 
falsity of the rumors referred to, or help to 
ferret out the truth. 
Mr. Jones indorsed what Chief Karcher 
had said, to the effect that the appointment 
of an additional officer would produce con-, 
fusion and increased disorder in Chinatown. 
The Mayor asked him if he had not heard of 
these rumors of corruption in regard to the 
manner in which funds were said to be raised 
to pay the Chinatown special officer ? He re­ 
plied that he had not. The Mayor asked him 
wnat his client, Mr. Rider, did get; if there 
was do objection to its being known. After 
consultation between Mesera. Jones and 
Rider, the former replied that there was no 
objection, and that Mr. Rider 6t»ted that he 
receives upon an average about §40 per 
week. 
A vote was then taken on the petition for 
an additional officer, and it was decided that 
it be granted, Mayor Brown and Judge 
Henry voting aye and Chief Karcher no. 
Chief Karcher moved that the Beard ad­ 
journ. 
Judge Henry thought that the Board 
should elect an efficer at once, as it had de­ 
cided to appoint one, and if there was to be a 
riot because of such officer’s appointment, he 
be1 eved it would be quelled in a hurry. 
Chief Karcher replied to this, saying that 
it was evidently thrown out in answer to 
what he had said, and be spoke warmly 
in reply. 
Judge Henry advised the 
Chief to keep his equilibrium and a cool state 
of mind, whereupon the Chief replied that he 
was always cool and could keep so without 
I he use of chloroform or ammonia for a 
smelling-bottle. 
T h e Board then proceeded to elect an a 1- 


ditional officer. Judge Henry nominated 
Walter B. FarrtlL Chief Karcher nominated 
O. C. Jackson. Upou a vote being taken 
Mr. Farrell was elected. 
The Board then adjourned. 
THE SCHOOL ELECTION. 
The citizen»’ meeting to consider matters 
relative to the coming school election was 
held at the Court-house last evenicg. Sixty- 
three citizsns were present. P. J. Harney 
called to order, and said the meeting had 
been called for action by citizens irrespective 
of party, as it had seemed to be the general 
desire that the school election should be con­ 
ducted irrespective of party. As he was the 
Chairman of a political committee it wonld 
not be proper for him to preside further than 
to call to order. George B. Dean was called 
to the chair, aud P. A. Byrne was elected 
Secretary. 
W. B. C. Brown said the ticket put up by 
the Republican party he knew was not satis­ 
factory to all of that party, and not satisfac­ 
tory as a whole to the people having children 
in the schools. He was opposed to a one­ 
sided election anyhow. He didn’t care for 
politics in the matter, and wanted to indorse 
some of the nominees of the Republican com­ 
mittee. It makes little difference, he said, as 
to who puts up another ticket, if only it is a 
goed one. The people know the school de­ 
partment has not been managed as it 
should be. 
It was dangerous to have

party 
too strong, and hence 
there 
should 
be 
a 
contest. 
Many 
Republicans had told him they favored this 
movement, but be knew they were afraid to 
come out and take part. Put »p a good citi­ 
zens’ ticket and the people would support it. 
With these views he proposed to present the 
name of a man who was in every wav compe­ 
tent, a man of integrity and standing, aud 
who would brtBg to the office scholarly at­ 
tainments and thorough ability. He named 
E. W. Maslin for Superintendent of City 
Schools. 
Dr. Nichols said he was generally a par­ 
tisan, but wanted it understood in this move­ 
ment he had no partisan feeling. He nomi­ 
nated K. W. Brier, a man of education, 
bronght np in a line eminently qualifying 
him for the position of Superintendent. 
Voices—Will he accept ? 
Dr. Nichols—I do not know. 
Mr. Byrne—Mr. Brier was consulted to­ 
day ; said he was not an aspirant for the place, 
and would not accept a nomination. 
A. J. Danis said Mr. Brier’s friends had 
told him he would not accept. Mr. Brier had 
declined as a candidate before the Republican 
Committee. Mr. Danis would like to nomi­ 
nate W. B. C. Brown, but feared he would 
decline. Mr. Brown said he certainly should, 
as he did not feel competent to fill the posi­ 
tion. (Merriment.) Mr. Mailin was then 
nominated by acclamation. Mr. Maslin was 
called for, but it was said he was not in the 
city.John Black moved to indorse Mr. Tracy 
in the Fourth Ward as a Director. Unan­ 
imously carried. Frank Thompson moved 
to indorse the nomination of Win. M. Petrie 
as a Director from the First Ward. Unan­ 
imously carried. Mr. Thompson desired to 
nominate as the other Director from the 
First Ward a man well qualified and an old 
citizen, Richard C. Irvine. John F. Slater 
was placed in nomination by Joseph Short. 
Mr. Irvine was, on a rising vote, nominated. 
A. J. Danis nominated as Director from the 
Thiid Ward, N. H. Nicholl. 
Edward 
Twitchell nominated F. R, Dray. He didn’t 
know if he’d accept, but he assumed that any 
good citizen would, while not seeking the 
office, yet act for the people. Judge Henry 
nominated Edward Twitchell, and eulogized 
him warmly. Mr. Twitchell thought it far 
better to nominate Mr. Dray, who is an 
old, well-known and qualified 
citizen. 
John Domingos said Mr. Dray would be 
an excellent Director, but it is known that 
his business very often compels him to be 
absent. The Chair said he feared Mr. Dray 
would not be liable to serve for that reason. 
Mr. Danis, by .request of Mr. Nicholl’s 
friends, withdrew his name. Mr. Black 
urged Mr. Twitchell to stand. Mr. Twitchell 
thought Mr. Dray would serve. On rising 
vote Mr. Twitchell was nominated, and the 
nomination was made unanimous. For Di­ 
rector from the Second Ward Mr. Black 
moved to indorse the ncmination of Mr. 
Stalker, and it was unanimously done. Mr. 
Harney moved the appointment of a com­ 
mittee to conduct the canvass. So ordered, 
and Wm. F. Smith, P. A. Byrne and W. B. 
C. Brown were appointed as such committee. 
The committee was. instructed to have 
tickets printed, collect funds and conduct the 
contest. 
Wm. Boyne was called on and addressed 
the meeting. He said he had attended one 
non-partisan meeting on the matter in the 
Fourth Ward. That meeting had indorsed 
the Republican ticket, except its head. He 
should vote for Mr. Maelin, and urged others 
to support him, as he had not sought the 
position and was thoroughly competent. He 
was a little afraid, however, that party men 
would worship their political gods; as for him, 
he was not bound to any strongly enough to 
worship them. The meeting then adjourned.

When a boy is wanted for ca9h or other ser­ 
vice this button is pressed down by the clerk 
and a small bell is rung at the enunciator, 
and the number of the counter is indicated 
upon the instrument. The location of the 
instrument being headquarters for the cash 
beys, one|of them immediately responds to the 
call, and without any loud calling or con­ 
fusion, as of old. The new method is a great 
improvement, and gives entire satisfaction to 
all concerned.

SECOND CHAPTER 


OF GHOST STORIES FROM “RECORD- 
UNION” CORRESPONDENTS. 


Old Phillis’ Reappearance — The Dy­ 
ing Wife and Her Absent 
Husband. 


Eds. Recobd-Union : In response to your 
inquiries for instances of the supernatural 
(real or supposed) permit me to relate the 
following: I was born and raised on a farm 
in the extreme Southern part of Pennsyl­ 
vania. Nearly all the farm hands and house 
servants in that region were negroes. My 
father had, am mg other employes, an old 
negro woman named Phillis, who had been 
in early iifo a slave. She h3d been in the 
family for several generations. No one knew 
her age; but she was certainly over a hun­ 
dred years. She was a queer person; and 
tho ether negroes about tho farm looked upon 
her as a kind of witch. They half believed 
that she would never die, and used to say 
that the Lord hail forgotten that she was still 
alive. But when I was a boy in my teens, 
she finally did die, aud was buried like other 
people. For awhile the other negroes were 
very much alarmed through fear that “ Old 
Phillis ” would appear to them as a ghost. 
Nothing of the kind occurred, however, and 
their fear gradually vanished. 
That wai a great country for making apple 
butter ; and in order that the process might 
be completed in one day the cider was put to 
boiling before daylight. My father always 
attended to that part of the business himself. 
One morning, about sik months after Phillis’ 
death, he arose abont 4 o’clock, started the 
log fire in the great old-fashioned kitchen 
fire-place, put 
on two large copper 
kettles full of cider, and then sat 
down for a moment on a 1 tench. He had 
scarcely been seated when the door opened 
and old Pbillis, clad as when alive, entered 
the kitchen. She hummed a little ditty 
which she used to sing, walked up to the fire­ 
place and looked into the kettles, then went 
to a cupboard in the corner of the room, took 
down a clay pipe and filled it with tobacco, 
went back to the fireplace, and then, with a 
pioce of kindling-wood, lighted the pipe. She 
theu went back to the door, and saying 
“ John (she had always called my father 
John), don’t let the cider boil over,” she 
opened the door aud went out. My father, 
who so far had been stunned with amazement, 
then jumped up hurriedly and followed her 
out, but could see or find no traces of her. 
He told the story to the family at breakfast 
—and I have heard him tell it dozens of 
times, just about as 1 have related it. He 
was cot at all a superstitions mao, but he 
never could be persuaded that he did not Bee 
old Phillis that morning. Men sometimes 
fall asleep and dream that they aro in the 
exact place when they actually are; and 
that kind of dream accounts, I think, for 
many ghost stories. In such a case it is im­ 
possible for a person to tell when the sleeping 
ends and the waking begins. But my father 
would accept no such on explanation. He 
said that he was never more wide awake in 
his life, ami that he had barely seated him­ 
self on the bench when the apparition came. 
Unfortunately, it was impossible to tell if a 
pipe had disappeared from the cupboard. 
There were a number of pipes there belong­ 
ing to the negroes—some of them old and 
broken, and out of use, and the majority of 
the negroes stated that a pipe had been taken.

E ds. R ecobd-U nion : Some twenty-five 
years ago I was called to go with a friend to 
visit his wife’s father’s family, and join in 
Christmas merry-makiog. He had been 
married but about bíx months. Fora month 
previous to our journey his wife had been 
visiting her parents. Of course J. was very 
anxious to see her, and, beside, anticipated a 
gay time beneath the hospitable roof of bis 
father-in-law, who was renowned for the 
number of guests he kept about him, 
his well-loaded table, his love of manly sports, 
and his general merry ami hospitable disposi­ 
tion.

in the rude hotel of the village in high spirits 
over our expected fine sleigh-ride. In the 
night a fearful snow-storm arove, aod a gale 
blew that fairly made the old cabin where we 
lodged quake to itB foundations. It was a 
night of inky darkness, and with the drifting 
snows, the howling wind, and the roar of the 
gale, it was an ill eve to our day of expected 
pleasure. It was about half-past two o’clock 
in the morning when I was roused up by a 
rough shaking of my shoulder. I turned over 
and found J. had arisen and stood at the bed­ 
side, half dressed. 
“ Get up,” said he, in husky tones, his 
voice shaken as if by deep emotion ; “ get up, 
W ill.; we must start for R 
to night.” 
“ What ! in this storm ? Why, its—” 
"I know itB five hours earlier than we in­ 
tended statting, but I must go. Will. Don’t 
think it a foolish fancy, but I’ve beeu called. 
I must go.” 
“ Called; must go ; what do you mean?” 
“ I mean that half an hour ago'I awoke. I 
do not know what aroused me ; I was awake, 
however, wide awake. I felt a terror I never 
felt before; I experienced a sharp chill. 1 
tried to compose myeelf to sleep again, but 
could not. 1 lay and listened to the tvar of 
the storm and counted the beating blasts that 
shook this cabin, when suddenly I saw my 
wife here before me, and she said as plainly 
as any one could speak the words, ‘ Come, 
quick.’ ” 
“ Why, you’ve been dreaming and—” 
“ Now, there’s no use of arguing the matter 
with me. I did not dream ; I was not de­ 
ceived. Although I saw her but an instant, 
still she was here, and her face was, oh, so 
drawn and pitiful, and white, and her voice 
was low and weak, but hf r words were dis­ 
tinct. No. don’t argne with me. I must go ; 
come with me if you will, or stay ; something 
is wrong at R 
and I shall be off inside of 
fifteen minutes.” 
I knew his decision of character and re­ 
frained from further remonstrance. I dressed 
hastily ; we borrowed of our landlord extra 
wraps and sot off in the midst of the. worst 
snow-storm I ever faced. It was bitterly 
cold and we suffered intensely. J. teenied, 
however, to care little for his physical 
pain, his mind was in so troubled 
a state that bodily discomfort was subordin­ 
ate to the agony of his soul. He spoke but 
infrequently, anti each time he referred with 
increasing emotion to his singular vision. 
We hada fearful ridp, a continued battle with 
the storm, and though we were enabled to 
change our horses twicq it was after 1 o’clock 
bifore we drove up to Judge C.’s door.

The toad w ill not touch him, seem­ 
ing to know by instinct what sort of cham- 
lightning he contains. 
Among iusects this 
hornet is the harpy eagle, and nearly all of 
them arc a; his mercy. 
Even the oi:ada, 
or drumming harvest fly, an iu3ect often 
larger and heavier than himself, is his very 
common victim. 
Considering these char­ 
acteristics, it was of especial interest to 
witness an incident where one of these 
huge tyrants was actually' captured and 
overpowered by the strategy of three black 
ants. 
I had left tha meadow and was ascend­ 
ing a spur of the mountain by the edge ot 
a pine wood, when suddenly I espied the 
hornet in question almost at my feet. 
He 
immediately took to wing, and as he flew 
on ahead of me I observed a loDg pendant 
object dangling from his body. 
The in­ 
cumbrance proved too great an obstacle for 
continuous flight, and he soon dropped 
again upon the path, a rod or so in advance 
of me. 
I overtook him, and on a close in­ 
spection discovered a plucky black ant 
clutching tightly with its teeth upon the 
hind-foo: of its captive, while with its two 
hind-legs it clung desperately to a long 
cluster of pine needles which it carried as 
a dead weight. 
No sooner did the hornet 
touch the ground than the ant began to 
tug aud yell for help.

FOES OF THE 
TELEGRAPH. 


If you kick or pound on a telegraph pole 
or place your ear against one on a windy 
day, what will the noise remind you of ? 
A hive of bees ? 
Precisely. 
So it does the 
bears in Norway. 
Bears are passionately 
fond of honey, aud when in one of the wild 
districts Bruin hears the humming of the 
wires he follows the sound to the post 
where it is loudest, aud begins to tear 
away the stones, heaped round the poles in 
rooky soil to steady them, in order to get 
at the hive which he imagines to 1* there. 
In his disappointment and disgust he usu­ 
ally leaves savage marks of his claws in the 
wood. 
Nor is lie the only victim of the 
wire?. 
Iu the Electric Exhibition at Paris 
they show the top of a thick pine telegraph 
post through which a woodpecker has 
drilled a hole several inches in diameter. 
The bird had apparently perched on the 
pole and taken the humming of the wires 
for the buzzing cf a nest of iusects in the 
wood, and had set himself manfully—or 
birdfully—to dig them out. 
W olves will 
not stay in Norway where a telegraph lme 
has been built. 
It was formerly the cus­ 
tom to protect farms by planting poles 
round them strung with cards, something 
like rabbit-snares, and gradually the wolves 
came to respect these precautions, so that 
a lino stretched across tne neck of a penin­ 
sula would protect tho whole district. The 
wolves take the telegraph for a new and 
improved Enar:-, and promptly leave the 
country when a line is built. 
On our own 
treele3S plains the buffalo hails the tele­ 
graph polo as an ingenious contrivance for 
his own beBefit. 
Like all cattle, he de­ 
lights in scratching himself, and he goes 
through the performance so energetically 
that he kn. cksdow n the post. 
An early 
builder of telegraph lines undertook to pro­ 
tect the posts by inferring brad awls into 
the wood, but the thick-skinned buffalo 
found the brad-awl an improvement, as af­ 
fording him a new sensation, and scratched 
down more poles than ever. 
In Sumatra 
the elephants are systematically opposed to 
telegraph lines, and ac least twenty times 
a year make raids upon them. 
In May, 
1S76, the elephants tora down the poles for 
a distance of several furlongs and iiid the 
w iie. and insulators in the cane jungle, 
and fcr three nights in auccessivn they re­ 
peated the perf- rmance as regularly as the 
repsirers rebuilt the line during the day. 
The monkeys and apes are about as formid­ 
able enemies, as they use the wires for 
swings and trap.- zee and carry c-ff the glass 
insulators as valuable prizes ; then, when 
the rspurer goes to correct the mischief 
be may be p unced upon by a tiger or 
driven up the post hy a mad buffalo. 
In 
Japan the sp- cial enemies of the tele.Tapr 
are the spiders, which grow to an immense 
size and avail them eeivis of the wires as 
excellent frameworks for their webs. 
So 
thick are the corda the Japanesa spider, 
spin that often, especially wnen they arc 
covered with dew, they seive to concict 
the wires with each other or the ground, 
and so to stop them from working. 
In th* 
sea the wires are no! my sato, at a sm -ii 
worm has developed itself «inc» cade* 
cam e into fashion which bores its way

Rule 1. AH cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, orvineyards, w here the same were grown, and 
intended for new' plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s grow th; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The r**as:n of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little's soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 60 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h our; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 p u ts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crjetalsin water, 
iu proportion of one i>ounU of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minute?. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime M in 20 
parts of water; im:ner3e cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [ N". B.—To make “ liver cf lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given toth is office and the same 
be approved. 
IXSPECrOHS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parlies throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where viue grow­ 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
applioation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors requirtd by law will ba appointed 
by thiB otlice. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FO R TH E F I RTSIER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 
All persons planting new' vineya ds within the 
State ore advised and strongly urged to consider ah 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-grower*, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person In 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting fo.tb 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to bo 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office.

the Chief Executive Horticultural and lieakh Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f • uit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of au Act 
entitled “ An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to cuthorizo the appointment of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
be no compensation to such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not tr exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of the ow n­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as arc provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind infested by any insect or 
insects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupae, tnat are known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to 3pread contagion ; or any 
tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted iu any county 
or dbtrict witbia the State of California, in which 
trees or jdants. in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be iufcstcd by any insect or losectfl, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva? or 
pupa?, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contegion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal L r distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or tdace 
where ¿aid tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind arc grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter provided.

F u rth e r Interesting 
E ngineering Tesll- 
m ony—D escription of th e Mines 
of the D eiendsnt—Etc. 


The alickens case—The People vs. Gold 
Run Ditch and Mining Company—was re­ 
sumed yesterday at 9:30 A. M., in Department 
Two of the Superior Court, Hon. Jackson 
Temple presiding. 
C. E. Grnnsky, civil engineer, resumed. 
Direct examination (to Mr. H art)—I made 
soundings during the month of April, 1880, 
in the Sacramento river, between Mike 
Bryte’s place and the mouth of the American. 
The general depth of tho river, as indicated 
by the soundings taken at that time, ranged 
from nothing on the sides to 38 feet. 
BELOW THE MOUTH OF THE AMERICAN 
The water was deeper at the right than at 
the left bank. 
Below the bridge the greatest 
depth wa3 D ear the left bank. From my 
soundings at that time I believe the bed of 
the river, on an averago, was 6fteen feet 
higher than it was in 1849. I made my cal­ 
culations from soundings made in former years 
by Mr. Watson. 
Cross-examination (to W. C. Belcher)—I 
am twenty-six years of age. My education 
was had in part at Stockton and part at Stutt­ 
gart, Germany. I was five years in school 
a t the latter place. 
I returned to California 
in 1877, and went to work practically in the 
city of Stockton. I took Eoundings across the 
Sacramento river in three or four places be­ 
low the bridge at Sacramento. 
The first 
section taken was at a point about 300 feet 
below the bridge. This work m s done from 
a steam launch belonging to the State Engi­ 
neering Department. I have all the data for 
those soundings. 
I don't know whether all 
those soundings were platted. My object 
was to compare with former soundings made 
at different times by employes of the State 
Engineering Department to ascertain the 
amount of the channel's filling. 
I went to 
Gold Run on the 3d of November, 1881, and 
returned to Sacramento on the 10th. 
I went 
to Auburn on the 12:h ef tho same month, 
and returned to thw city on the 14th. In 
January, 1879, made an examination of 


SEVERAL MILES OF THE AMERICAN, 
With a surveying party, in the capacity of 
topographer. The point from which I judged 
the grade of Canyon creek was from 50 to 100 
feet above the bed of the canyon. 
I should 
judge the grade of that canyon, from this 
observation, to be equivalent to 1,000 feet 
to the mile. 
I made no memorandum figures 
at that time, but have a general recollection 
of the inclination of the bed of the ravine. 
The point from which I observed was 
southeast of the claim, on a trail near the 
rim. I think that the velocities that I gave 
yesterday were very nearly right. The evi­ 
dence I gave yesterday was from data that I 
could see. I came down from Gold Run to 
Auburn in two days, I was traveling with 
Gen. Cosby, Mr. Allardt and Mr. Huntley, 
on horseback, and staid over night at Colfax. 
Gen. Cosby was with me on the second day. 
I judged of the distance, by the time it took 
to go from point to point; also from Mr. 
Doolittle’s map of California. This map is 
very accurate and more correct than most 
maps made. 
THE GOVERNMENT SURVET8 
Lay ont all the section lines and approximate 
very closely the courses of all streams. Th 
maps from the Surveyor-General’s Office are 
presumed to be coirect in all their section 


lin en and Btream crossings. The township 
lines are six iuilesapart. The townships are sec- 
tionized and section lines are one mile apart. 
An engineer conld scarcely make a mistake 
in locating such a river aB the North Foik 
correctly. The general character of the river 
bottom at Canyon creek is cobble, gravel and 
sand. 
At the point it is 100 feet wide. The 
material below this point changes and is 
of a finer nature. 
I designated a place 
on the North Fork aR Kelly’s Orchard, 
from the fact that a man named Kelly owned 
the orchard. Tbc material mentioned as de­ 
posited high above the water surface at this 
point is white sand. From its position I 
should judge it was left there by the last high 
water. There was nothing there to show me 
that there was high water there last winter. 
I have seen 
WATER-WORN ROCKS 
High above where the floods rise. They were 
not clean, and show that they had not been 
washed for a long period. Baw water-worn 
rocks in the Gold Run mine. Where I found 
this sand near the orchard was behind a 
bowlder on its banks. The water-worn rocks 
at the time of my examination were not 
discolored. The rocks above where the water 
would rise in high stages were discolored and 
much darker than those washed by water. 
Slate that is washed frequently becomes 
smooth, and has a general darker color than 
that exposed to the elements. From Rattle 
snake B ir down the bad-rock is granite. 
The bed ro:k of North Fork is slat: an I 
granite. Granite, at a point about three 
miles Lelow Canyon creek, is the bed-rock. 
This bed-rock was plain to be seen for a dis­ 
tance of fifty feet along the right bank of she 
stream. One of tho subjects of my study 
was mineralogy. 
I consider that my kn >wl 
edge of rocksjia very good. Slate is, I th'n’c. 
an igneous io :k —quartz is an ingredient of 
oilier rocks, and is not sedimentary. G- a i.t ■ 
is an igneous rock. Slate and granite some­ 
times, in appearance, ore vary much alike, 
and are not liistiaguishabls except by clo«o 
ins;iection. Ia the mine I found rocks that 
had 
the 
character 
of 
soapstone. 
The 
bowlders in the deepest pit were in size 
from the fioest Raud to rccxs having a f,*ot or 
more ia diimeter. Saw also a petrified tree 
in the mine. The rocks formed, with the 
binding material, a solid mass. Mine was a 
cursory examination of the material as I 3a w 
it in that pit. It was my first vi-it to a hy­ 
draulic mine. Thereafter I saw oilier claims 
along the river as I examined the river. My 
entire trip was not ma le in the saddle. From 
Rice’s bridge I main two and a half miles on 
foot. Above Shirt-tai! canyon I made a p rt 
of the trip on foot. From North Fork dam 
to Fobwin. on “ y eecond trip, I went on 
foot. 
In determining the character of the 
rock at the mine, it was on my knowledge 
gained iu school. 
I have had very little 
practical experience iu making geological ex 
aminations. 
My eye has been accustomed 
to measurements by practico on the rivers 
and in the valleys. 
IN ONE CASE 
I tested my eye-measurement on the Amer­ 
ican river by tape-line measurement of a part 
of the width of the stream. It is not guess­ 
work ; it is better than that. I approximated 
to distances by my traveled time, and subse­ 
quently by reference to the Doolittle map in 
the office. At the time of traveling there I 
estimated the width of the river, its depth, 
etc., by iny eye, my observation acd judg­ 
ment. 
My distance of travel I estimated 
subsequently in the office by tho time taken 
to travel and by tho map. Nature has 
all aloDg left evidences of what the river 
was without filling, and given the ob­ 
server evidences constantly for judging of 
the deposits and character of the river. 
An 
engineer must basa his estimates on tha best 
information he can obtain. I estimated the 
width of the river only by my eye. 
My 
eye is only a practiced eye. 
I did not 
measure the altimdes of the banks of the 
river, nor did I get the depth by d igging. I 
took 
THE B13T EVIDENCE 
At my disposal. I conld have measured the 
river with a tape fine; it is a good instru­ 
ment for such measurements. Where I used 
a tape line in measuring the width, to check 
my estimate, and having measured to the 
w» e ’* edge, I deemed it wholly unneces- 
saiy to put the line on the small remaining 
gap of water. A parabola may have many 
different forms. The contents between its 
horizontal line and the curve can be estimated. 
I t would not be fair to use the parabola at any 
one and only one given point, but, averaged 
for a whole distance, it would be fair. I t ia 
one of the laws deduced from observation of 
rivers. It is a regluar figure with reference 
to its axis. 
It is a curve without uniform 
curvative. It is in equilibrium with refer­ 
ence to a central axis. I t night conform 
very nearly to 
A PARABOLA 
To have on one side a high blnff bank, and 
on the other a low receding flat. [Witness 
further and in extailo explained the parabola 
and the method of c ilculation in the use of 
that figure.) From Ford’s Bar or the Iowa 
Hill trail, up river to the mouth of Canyon 
creek, the deposit is not of even depth. It 
varies there everywhere ; it is not even level 
from side to side, but there Í6 a depo-it all 
the way. 
The flow of the stream there 
is quite 
e v e D , but the fillicg is not, 
and would not necessarily be even. [Witness 
here described oue of the bare probably 
"D-J 
__ in fcbw 
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of cobbles slopinir down to &ad i^to the 
water.] The cobbles there peen he did not 
think come from mining, because they did 
not appear to be like the material in tne bank 
above. This was my first visit to a hydraulic 
mine. I had had no acquaintance with placer 
mining, save to see cradles in motion on 
journeys to the mountains. Saw several od 
trip to the Yosemite valley. Tha bar re­ 
ferred to in the section named was on 
the right-hand side, and there 
was an 
abrupt bank. Tho reck on the bar sloping to 
the water did not, by its appearance, appear 
to have come from the bank. 
THE COEBLE8, 
As seen in that bar by just casual inspection, 
and by comparison with those in the mine, 
led me to believe that theydid not come from 
the mice, acd this belief does not deny the 
possibility of their having all come from the 
mine. I did not examine them scientifically. 
I simply say they appeared te me not to have 
come from the mine. I said the red earth 
on the upper part of the bank in the pit of 
the mine wa3 from twenty to forty feet deep. 
I had data for that in estimating the banks 
of the smaller pits. The lines of the different 
soils are not weil defined ; one merges into the 
other. [Witness here made, at the request 
of Mr. Belcher, a rough diagram of the bluffs 
of the pit of the defendant’s mine and ex­ 
plained in detail regarding it.) Between the 
upper rima of the Indiana Hill claim is about 
1,800 feet acroes, and it is 1,200 feet along 
the -ridge. At the south end of tho claim 
was an old ravine, indicating that the slope 
of tho hill was not, originally, an unbroken 
curved surface. I think that the top of the 
rim Blopes downward toward the lower or 
south end of Gold Run district. I made no 
instrumental examination of it. The rim is 
not continuous. The pit had a form between a 
circle and a right angle. The contour, the 
formation and bight of the surface that was 
washed away, I had to reatore in my mind 
b-j the surrounding contour of the banks, ra­ 
vines, etc. 
THE MEASUREMENTS 
That I made with instruments were accurate. 
All of my calculations in regard to the meas­ 
urements of the pit are reasonably correct. 
The upper rim on the east side is 150 feet 
above the present main pit. The west rim 
of the old washings is about 300 feet. The 
upper portion of the rim for a distance of 
twenty to forty feet from the top had a red 
dish color, and then it merged into blue, and 
it all contained gravel. The blue gravel car­ 
ries some larger stones. 
It is a alatish bine, 
and perhaps some would denominate it a 
drab color. Blue is a pure color and drab is 
not. [Here witness described at great length 
the primary colors and the various combina­ 
tions which form colors. He was examined 
at length and elaborately as to his knowledge, 
during the whole cross-examination, in geol 
ogy, mineralogy, hydraulic engineering, etc.] 
Sir. H art—Evidently Mr. Belcher wishes 
to find out all the witness knows, and quite 
remarkable, he is willing to tell him. 
Mr. Belcher—Yes, and he’d have among 
some counsel a more interested auditory. 
Mr. H art—That depends on— 
Mr. Cadwalader—Does Mr. Belcher mean 
to say there are seven colors—? 
The Court—Well, let us get on with this 
case. 
Witness, resuming—At the lower end of 
Sacramento Bar I was in doubt as to the 
position of the original channel. The bauks 
b< tween Folsom and Sacramento that inclose 
the river at a low stage of the water are not 
always well-defined. The bluff banks some 
distance from the river which inclose the 
bottom lands are very prominent in incBt 
placee. 
ABOVE RICE’S BRIDGE 
About a quarter of a mile I saw evidences of 
tiie water having besD, at high stages, fifteen 
or twenty feet above the level at the low 
stage. 
All rivers do not necessarily leave 
evidences on their banks at the h:gh water­ 
mark. Have seen long reaches in the Sac­ 
ramento river where no traces of former 
hights of floods were discernible. Water, in 
flowing through gorges, may have the same 
velocity at the sides as in the middle. The ve­ 
locity is generally greater on one Bide than on 
the other. That portion of the river for 
three-quarters of a mile above Rice’s bridge 
is in a canyon. I should call the whole dis­ 
tance of the North Fork a canyon. 
I conld 
not tell whether these water-worn rocks 
were worn recently or a hundred years ago. 
Riveis confined in very narrow canyons gen- 
0-ally leave no deposits, or evidences or trace 
of the debris they carry. 
I have read 
that 
the 
Colorado river has cut down 
thr mgh 
a 
rocky 
formation to a very 
great 
depth. 
[Here 
witness described 
the 
Colorado 
canyon, 
and 
the causes 
of its formation.] I saw several places where 
the bank was a caving bank, or such a bank 
as 
the current 
wou'd 
wash and cave 
into the stream. I don’t remember of seeing 
any evidences of land elides. I may have 
said, a3 to one place on the American river, 
that the depth of the mining was compara 
tiveiy sm all; that is, that the quantity taken 
out was sm all; I don’t remember to what point 
I applied that, if I said so. I did say the quan­ 
tity of earth removed from mining pits along 
the river bauk was great. I could form no 
estimate of how long the bar near Rice’s had 
been there. Mining I saw had generally been 
conducted at places where there were bar». 
I remember seeing no place where ther: had 
be- n mining on the banks of the river with­ 
out a bar in t ie stream. 


REDIRECT. 
(To Mr. Hart)—I found no material on tha 
banks where there had been mining, any­ 
where near like the quantity that had evi­ 
dently been mined out. 
Between Folsom 
and Canyon creek if all the material that has 
been mined out had been left in the cany.ir.H 
it would have filled them up quite materially. 
All rapid streams flowing through narrow 
canyons grind out holes and deep places 
at high water, 
but after subsidence of 
the stream the material which is carried over 
the shallower places, when it comes to these 
pools 
or 
qm-.tsr 
plsc s 
is deposited, 
and they begin to fill up. These pools for the 
time, therefore, represent a different river. 
My survey described was merely topograph­ 
ical. My topographical work has been gen­ 
erally the construction of river maps. 
In all 
tha surveys made by myself, or by parties of 
engineers with whom I was, the distances 
were measured 
W ITH CHAINS, 
With telescopes having Btadia hairs, ana tele­ 
meter rxis. 
In connec.ion with this woik, I 
was frequently p!at ing the topography of the 
country, and had to transfer to p?per the 
natural objects on the line. For many of the 
miner points, after the main points aro deter­ 
mined, it is necessary to estimate the distance 
Rometimss without measurements, and with 
the aid of the measurements already made. 
Thus, having two p.inta on a ri ver, tha align­ 
ment between them may frequently be made 
ou’ by estimate. Frequently with the eye 
we judge of distances, but not long distances. 
I l.nve frequently, and in all my work, had 
more or lets ef this experience as to eye-meas­ 
urement. As to how long a distance, and how 
accurately eye mc-asuremaut can be made, 
depends on the conditions. Across rivers 
estimates of distance may be m ale with a 
moderate degree of accuracy f- r 400 or 500 
feet. 
W ith my experience of eye me; I ire- 
ment, my estimates of the width of the 
American river could not be more than 10 per 
cent, out of t ie way on the whole work. 


A ftern o o n S ession. 
Mr. Grunsky resumed (to Mr. H art)—All 
measurements are more or less inaccurate. 
Measurements taken with instruments are 
generally reasonably accurate. I said I 
thought slate was igneous, and granite also. 
I do not consider myself an expert in geology. 
We cannot always tell the character of rock 
by merely seeing it. 
Some varieties of 
granite have an appearance resembling slate. 
They may be covered with decay or deposits 
that change the appearance of rock, and 
without a very chose examination you can not 
tell its true character. I have always studied 
those sciences that form the base of a civil 
engineer's educat’on. The discoloration of the 
rocks on the stream’s bank to which I referred 
msy be is the result of simple contact with 
the material held in the water which comes 
iu contact with them. The color depends 
upon the character and quality of the mate­ 
rial thus held in suspense. The velocity of 
the water, also, would have iu effect in th* 
formation cf this discoloration. 
Recross-examination (by W .C . Belcher)— 
The size of the material specified by me as 
recent deposits, was from very fine material 
up to cobble of from four to bíx inches in 
diameter, I saw in the same portions of 
the river with these, deposits containing 
much larger material. Bars are deposits 
made in the bed of the river. From Rice’s 
bridge up the bars lay on the side of the 
stream. In some places tbey apparently ex­ 
tend across the channel. There are cobbles 
in this section one foot in diameter. Larger 
cobbles than two feet are cot very common 
on the bars above Rice’s bridge. Cobbles hav­ 
ing a diameter of one foot are not common 
in comparison to the entire amount of deposit 
in the channel. No measurements or sur­ 
veys are absolutely exact. I do not consider 
the coast surveys as absolutely correct. Tbey 
are very nearly correct. The difference be­ 
tween the result of their work and absolute 
correctness ia perhaps infinitesimally small. 
They are for all practical purposes correct, 
and as correct as science can make them. 
[Here the witness was asked many questions 
as to distances; the length, breadth and 
highth of the Court-room. etc., to test the 
accuracy of his eye estimates.] 
J. C. PIERSON, 
Sworn : I reside iu Sacramento city, and my 
occupation is that of civil engineer. I was 
elected a year ago last March to the office of 
County Surveyor 
of Sacramento county, 
which position I cow hold. I commenced as 
an is sisu lt engineer some fourteen years ago. 
I visited the Gold Run mine on Saturday, 


the 5th day of November, 1881, in company 
with Mr. Gould, Mr. Cosby, Mr. Allardt 
and some other gentlemen. I examined the 
claim known as tbe Indiana Hill claim.|Thi3 
mine 
is 
on 
tbe divide between 
the 
North Fork of the American river and 
Bear river. The ridge has a general north­ 
erly and 
southerly direction. The part I 
saw had the appearance of 
havmg been 
mined out. I saw the portion mined between 
G<>id Run and Iudiana Hill. 
I t was about 
three-quarters of a mile in extent. The hill­ 
top had been miaed off from 100 to 300 feet 
deep. 
I 
judged of the hight it had been 
mined off from the appearance of the rim left 
around the excavation. I made an approxi­ 
mate estimate of what had been mined by 
tbe present company below that which had 
been mined off by other companies. Mr. 
Gould Bhowed me the extent of the mining 
which had been done on the surface. He 
pointed out various points and told me those 
were the marks of the top or surface of the 
mine as it existed when this company com­ 
menced operations. I estimated the amount 
of mining done by the Indiana Hill claim by 
taking its width, breadth and depth. I saw 
Mr. Gruniky takiDg instrumental measure­ 
ments of the pit and other portions of the 
miue. I found the principal material of the 
mine consisted of gravel, cemented together 
slightly wiih clay and sand, and also some 
traces of iroD, which entered into the compo­ 
sition of the cement. I noticed the bedrock 
and rimrock of the old channel. 
The gravel 
was water-worn, and bore the evidence of 
having been 
DEPOSITED BY WATER. 
, 
There was quartz, slate and granite rock 
in the gravel. The gravel itself did not seem 
to be very firmly cemented together. 
I 
picked up several pieces of rock. I examined 
it. I noticed one piece that decomposed in 
coming in contact with the air. I t had the 
appearance of a small cobble, and I could 
readily crumble it in my hand. I did not 
see a great deal of this character of cobble in 
the pit. I went from the mine over the rim 
and down into Canyon creek, with the gen­ 
tlemen of whom I have spokeD. The mouth 
of the tunnel is in Canyon creek, about half 
a mile from the mine, and one mile from 
North 
Fork. 
When 
I 
first 
saw the 
creek 
it 
was 
filled 
with 
debris, 
so 
that 
I 
could 
not 
Bee the bed-rock. 
Immediately below the mouth of the tunnel 
was a deposit of cobble, gravel and coarse 
grayish sand, abont three feet in depth. 
' 
noticed that the fall of the canyon was very 
great. By the barometer, from the mouth 
of the tunnel to where Canyon creek emptied 
into the river, a distance of one mile, there 
was a fall of 1,020 feet. There are falls in 
the canyon, and the roar of the water rush­ 
ing over them can be heard for quite a dis­ 
tance. I observed the channel of tbe canyon 
from the tunnel to the river, and found no 
evidence of deposit. 
The force of the water 
and rocky material had cut out a deep and 
smooth channel, and in one place a tunnel 
had been formed by the rush of this heavy 
material. The deposit at the mouth of the 
creek and in the North Fork was quite large. 
Some bowlders were in the river above the 
mouth cf the creek, but the deposit below 
was of finer n aterial. The. material com­ 
posing this filling in of the river looked as 
though most, if not entirely all, came from 
the mine I have been describing. 
I passed 
through the tunnel from Canyon creek to the 
mine. At this time tho mine was not in 
operation. A t the mouth of the tunnel was 
an under-current. Tbe dump is from this 
under-current into the canyon. 
I examined 
the mine, to ascertain if there was any other 
escape for the material of this mine 
• 
EXCEPT THROUGH THE TUNNEL 
That I have described, ami found there was 
no ether. As I passed through the tunnel I 
found a branch tunnel going east and one 
going west. 
I followed the westerly tunnel, 
and through it came out into the pit of the 
mine. The tunnel, part of the way, was 
paved with railroad iron, part had a gravelly 
bottom, and the lower part had a wooden 
bed. ’Jliere was some little deposit in the 
tunnel, consisting of sand, gravel and cobble ; 
mostly sand of a grayish color, something 
like this [sample No. 6]. The sand wss wet, 
and I sank into one place almost to my boot 
tops. 
I examined the gravel banks the 
second time I went there. 
I founr| in 
the east bauk pipeclay twenty feet in depth. 
In the southern portion of the mine I found a 
gravel bank shattered by powder and ready 
to wash. Mr. Gould accompanied me and 
explained the character of the banks. 
I saw 
one monitor id position. 
I made a survey 
on the line of Twenty-fourth street across the 
old and new channels of the American river 
on the 30th of November, this year. 
My 
survey extended from Twenty-fourth street, 
on the scnth, to the north bank of the new 
channel of tne American river. 
It was an 
instrumental survey. 
I made some Bound- 
mgs in tha channel. On the north side, where 
water is now running, the bank is bluff and I 
could get a good sounding with a pole. [W it­ 
ness here identified the profile of his survey, 
and Mr. H art offered the same in evidence.] 
The distances are all marked on the profile. 
The width of the river at this point is 2 400 
feet. The base line ¡3 the level of the city on 
Twenty fourth street. 
[Mr. Pierson then 
took tne profile and explained it fully to the 
Court.] I found that the water in the chan­ 
nel at the point where now running was ap­ 
proximately five feet deep. There Í3 a bar at 
this place 1,900 feet in width that averages 
from one to sever feet above the highth of B 
street, in this city. This point on the Amer­ 
ican is generally known as the cut-off of the 
American river channel. 
Cross-examination (by W. C. Belcher)— 
A t tho time I went to the Gold Run mine to 
make the examination, I did not know 
whether I Bhould be called as a witness in 
tbi3 case or not. I visited tbe mine at the 
request of Attorney-General Hart. The de­ 
composed rrck that I spoke of as having 
crumbled in my hand I picked up in the 
bottom of the mine. 
I have seen similar 
rocks 
AT MICHIGAN BAR. 
It was not cemented sand, but a rock. 
I 
also saw some of the same character in the 
banks. I don’t think I called anyone’s at­ 
tention to this character of rock. It was to 
be fonnd here and there intermixed with the 
grave!. 
I saw some quartz gravel in the 
banks of the pit within reach. 
I also found 
quartz on the trail. I know the difference 
between quartz and the other rocky forma­ 
tions in the mine. The bad-rock had the ap­ 
pearance r.f slate. Don’t know that I saw 
any sandstone in the mine. 
1 saw mica and 
granite send interspersed in the gravel on the 
sides of the pit. Mica is found in granite. 
It 
is scaly, 
light 
in 
color, 
light in 
weight, and has a glis'ening appearance. 
I did not notice any granite rock. The pro­ 
file I made of thp section of the American 
river at Twenty-fourth Btreet is made on a 
scale horizontally forty feet_ to the inch, and 
vertically four feet to the inch. There aie 
hopfields and potato patches on the bar 
opposite Twenty-fourth street. Tbe soil in 
those cultivated places i: composed of river 
deposit. I obtained the base line by taking 
the level of Twenty-fourth street in this city. 
There weie some excavations on the river side 
of the levee. There was a ditch on the inside 
of the levee. The extreme left of the profile 
shows the north bank of the present channel, 
which i: Svefeet and four-tenths above the 
base lias. 
R e d ir e c t examination (to Mr. H art)—The 
ditch inside of the levee is about three feet 
wide and two feet deep. A road has bee ' 
built cf sand inside of the levee two feet 
high. The ditch is between the road and 
levee. The soil is loamy on the bar where 
the hopfield is situated. 
It has the appear­ 
ance oí being good soil. 
Q. F. ALLARDT SWORN : 
I bave been a civil engineer for twenty» 
eight years. 
Have devoted eome of my en­ 
gineering life in the capacity of railroad and 
field surveyor, but later years almost ex­ 
clusively as a hydraulic engineer. This mao 
I present has been made mostlv by myself, 
and all under my direction. I t shows the 
North Fork of the American river, from Gold 
Run to its junction with the South Fork, and 
the American from that point to Sacramento 
city, as well as the topography of the adjoin­ 
ing country. 
It has been made from surveys 
obtained from the Surveyor-General’s office, 
Doolittle’s map, and other reliable dat«. At 
one time I was connected with the Harbor 
Commission, and also have been chief engi­ 
neer of the Swamp Land Commission. Have 
examined hydraulic mines on tbe Mokelumne, 
North. South and Middle Forks of the Amer­ 
ican, the Yuba and Feather rivers. 
In Jane 
of this year I visited the Gold Run mine 
while it was in operation. The mine is on 
Gold R ud, divided between Gold Run, the 
railroad and Canyon creek. 
They were 
working at two places in the Indiana Hill 
mine. 
The tailings from the mine were 
deposited in Canyon creek. 
They were 
worked or mined by what is called the hy­ 
draulic process. At one place they had what 
they called a g’ant, with a 5-inch nozzle. 
They were playing against a bank of loose 
material. A t the other place 
TWO GIANTS WEBE AT WORK. 
One against a new bank, and tbe other 
against a bank the top of wh!ch had been 
worked off. All the debris and water from 
these mines run into a well in the lowest 
point of this pit. This well or shaft was 
forty feet deep, and dropped into a tunnel 
over a uuxrter uf a miie in length. The Su­ 
perintendent informed me that this tunnel 
was 2,200 feet long, and had six-inch fall to 
every twelv feeet. The bottom of the tunnel 
is lined with railroad iron for the purpoae of 
catching or saving the gold. W ater ran 
through the tunnel at the rate of eight miles 
an hour and dropped directly into the can­ 
yon, a distance of thirty feet. The material 
washed was sand, gravel and small stones. 
The upper mine was using 1,100 inches 
of water. 
Not all of it went through 
the pipe but some flowed through the mine 
and asdsted in washing the material through 
the sluices. The other mines were using 
about 800 inches. Tne mines wero well 


equipped. The pipes were sixteen inches in 
diameter. They had gasoline lamps arranged 
near the giants, so as to enable them to pros­ 
ecute their work during the night. The 
banks in the upper mine were about fifty feet 
bigb. These banks are of light material, and 
cave and wash readily. It is gravelly, with 
a large amount of sand acd clay intermixed. 
In the new bank of the southern miue there 
was considerable red material near the sur­ 
face. The lower pit, with the exception of a 
Btratum of pipe-clay, was entirely gravel. 
I 
know of my own knowledge that all the ma­ 
terial of these mines dumped into Canyon 
creek. 
I made an estimate of the amount of 
material taken from the Gold Run mine 
since mining began, and make it 38,000,000 
cubic yards. This is a low estimate, and all 
of this material was deposited into Canyon 
creek, and thence into the North Fork. 
The 
canyon descends rapidly. 
I t has a fall of 
more than 1,000 feet in less than one mile. 
The depth uf tbe lator workings in 
INDIANA HILL 
Is not less than 100 feet. I used my barom­ 
eter ou the bank hights. 
There is 400 feet 
elevation between the town of Gold Run and 
the bottom of the pit. Above the mouth of 
the tunnel the canyon has a grade of perhapB 
thirty or forty feet to the mile. There per­ 
haps are 500,000 yards of deposit on this part 
of the cauyon. 
Below the mouth of the 
tunnel the channel of Canyon creek is swept 
perfectly clean. I have a sample of the water 
which was taken from the mouth of the tun­ 
nel when the mine was in operation June 18, 
1881. LHere the witness exhibited some fear­ 
fully muddy water, oue-eighteenth of which 
was solid matter. The appearance of this 
water would make a person Bhudder who 
is used to taking Sacramento straight.] 
I estimated that 11,200 yards of material 
of this kind came from the lower mine 
every twenty-four hours (providing they 
worked 
nights), and was deposited into 
the canyon and thence into the river. Jnst 
above the point where Canyon creek comes 
into the North Fork the river contained 
about 11,000 or 12,000 inches of beauti­ 
ful clear water. As soon as the waters of 
Canyon creek entered the North Fork, the 
waters of tbe latter became muddy aud pre­ 
sented a very polluted appearance. I found 
the waters at the month of Canyon creek con­ 
tained fourteen per cent, of sediment, and 
six miles down the river I found that 
the water in 
the river contained three 
per cent. 
This reduction wss caused by 
the sediment being scattered through a 
much larger volume of water. I visited 
Stevens’ bridge during the month of June 
by the trail from Colfax. 
Last month I 
traversed the river from Gold Run ts Sacra 
mentó. 
I started on my last explorations on 
October 30th, I went to Folsom on Sunday, 
and with Mr. Huntley examined the river 
on that day at that point. The next day we 
took horses and continued on cur course up 
the river, traveling partly in its bad, and 
partly on its banks, during the whole route. 
I saw Mr. Gouid at Gold Run. Arrived at 
Gold Run ou the evening of November 5tb, 
1881. I found that the mines in question 
were not in operation. The mine was in a 
similar condition to what it was in June, ex 
cept that the miners wore not at work. 
1 
saw the three supply pipes as before. 
TWO MONITORS 
Were connected with the pines and pointed 
at the banka. Mr. Hnntley accompanied me 
on this expedition. 
Found no deposit to 
speak of at the mouth of Canyon creek. 
At 
Ford’s bridge there is a bar containing 12,000 
cubic yards. 
The ceraeDt for nine miles from 
the month of Canyon creek is qu[te uniform. 
These bars in the first ten miles were all of 
the same nature—cobble, gravel and coarse 
sand. Tho bed of tbe river was hard—like a 
cobble pavement, and was 
safe fording. 
There were some places, however, where de­ 
posits of slickenB were found, which were 
soft and sticky, and had to be avoided. 
In 
the canyons it was easy to perceive how high 
the freBhets rose during the winter. The 
water-worn rocks on the sides plainly indicata 
the hight of the floods. The velocity of the 
North Fork from Gold Run to its junction 
with the Middle Fork will average about 
three miles an hour. The following is the 
approximate estimate of the amount of min­ 
ing debris lodged in the North Fork of the 
American river, from the Gold Ran hydraulic 
mines to its junction with the Middle Fork 
of the American river, a total length of 
twenty-eight and a half miles:

S po n ta n eo u s F o r ests.— A w riter in a 
W est \ irginia paper combat3 the opinion 
held by many arboriculturists, that an open 
country is never converted into a forest 
through the operation of natural causes, 
and, as establishing the fact that such 
change does sometimes occur, brings for­ 
ward the case of the Shenandoah Valley. 
W hen first settled, about 1G0 years ago* 
it was an open pipirie-like region covered 
with tall grass, on which fed herds of deer, 
buffalo, elk, etc., and having no timber, 
except on ridgy portions of i t ; but in con­ 
sequence of its settlement, the annual fires 
were prevented, and trees sprang up al­ 
most as thickly and regularly as if seed 
had been planted. 
Theso forests having 
been preserved by the farmers, cover now 
a large part of the surface w ith hard wood 
trees of superior excellence. 
These facts 
would also seem to substantiate the theory 
that the treeless character of the prairies 
of the W est is due to the annual burning 
of the gra38 by the Indians.
